Introduction  to  the  Report  of  Health  Conditions  in  the  County 

during  the  year  1953 

Statistics. — The  health  conditions  in  the  County  as  evidenced 
by  the  vital  statistics  have  been  well  maintained.  The  death  rate 
was  10-9  per  1,000  of  the  population  (11-5  last  year)  which  is  the  lowest 
since  1948,  when  it  was  10-8,  this  latter  being  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  this  year  stands  at  34T  per  1,000 
live  births  (38-9  last  year),  again  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  at  0-65  per  1,000  live  births  (1-63  last 
year)  is  also  a record  figure. 

Again  almost  one-third  of  the  total  deaths,  1,111  out  of  3,410  were 
attributable  to  the  heart  and  circulation  group  of  diseases.  This  is,  I 
feel,  a challenge  to  those  in  the  Public  Health  Service,  and  strongly 
suggests  that  something  should  be  done  in  the  “ epidemiological  ” 
field.  I am  confident  that,  with  the  goodwill  which  exists  between 
practitioners  and  hospital  staffs  and  this  Department,  much  valuable 
information  could  be  gleaned,  but  it  is  quite  impossible  with  my 
present  medical  staff  for  time  to  be  made  available  for  this  all-important 
but  very  time  consuming  investigation. 

Infectious  Diseases. — In  this  field,  there  has  been  no  serious 
outbreak  of  any  kind.  Interest  will  focus  on  the  Diphtheria  position. 
It  will  be  noted  that  there  was  one  confirmed  case.  Last  year,  there 
weis  none — the  case  this  year  being  in  a woman  of  fifty-seven  who 
obviously  was  outwith  the  category  normally  considered  for  immun- 
isation.

Dysentery. — This  condition  is  still  showing  an  increased  number 
of  notified  cases,  648  having  been  reported.  Of  this  number  546  were 
confirmed.  This  disease,  as  I have  already  indicated,  is  particularly 
difficult  to  control.  It  is  taking  up  a very  great  amount  of  the  time 
of  my  Health  Visitors  and  Assistant  Medical  Officers,  as  each  case 
as  it  is  notified,  is  visited  by  both  in  an  endeavour  not  only  to  find 
the  source  of  infection,  but  also — and  this  is  the  important  point — 
to  impress  on  individuals  the  necessity  for  their  adopting  the  most 
scrupulous  personal  hygiene.  The  disease  fortunately  is,  so  far,  very 
mild  and  lasts  usually  from  one  to  three  days,  but  the  infective  condition 
goes  on,  and,  moreover,  in  investigating  outbreaks,  it  is  found  that 
many  people  are  harbouring  the  germ  though  the}-  themselves  are 
not  ill.  This  makes  control  exceedingly  difficult  and  again  throws 
the  emphasis  back  on  personal  cleanliness  and  hygiene. 

Poliomyelitis. — Poliomyelitis  showed  an  increase  again  in  incidence 
with  seventy-three  notified  cases  of  which  fifty-eight  were  confirmed. 
It  would  seem  that  the  graph  of  this  condition  is  tending  to  show 
triennial  peaks  as  the  following  figures  for  the  last  ten  years  will 
indicate  : —

Much  research  work  is  being  done  on  this  subject,  and  it  might 
appear  that  in  the  near  future  a method  of  immunising  will  become 
available,  but  this  is  not  yet  assured.  It  is,  of  course,  possible  in 
individual  cases  to  obtain  a short  lived  passive  immunity,  but  this 
is  not  a means  which  can  be  adopted  in  the  population  at  large.  Hopes, 
I think,  have  been  raised  by  articles  in  the  lay  press,  and  it  is  well 
to  emphasise  that  we  must  still  rely  for  the  masses  on  general  methods 
such  as  I have  set  forth  in  previous  reports. 
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Typhoid  Fever. — Typhoid  Fever  was  conspicuous  by  its  almost 
entire  absence.  Three  confirmed  cases  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  were 
discovered  in  the  County,  and,  due  no  doubt  to  the  rapidity  with, 
which  these  cases  were  dealt  with,  no  secondary  infections  arose. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. — As  has  already  been  noted,  the 
statistics  in  this  Department  are  extremely  satisfactory.  The  use 
of  gas  and  air  analgesia  has  not  been  quite  so  high  as  last  year,  having 
dropped  from  74-4  per  cent  of  the  total  Domiciliary  confinements  to 
72-4  per  cent.  The  apparatus  is  heavy  and  transport  to  the  individual 
house  is  an  absolute  necessity  ; moreover,  as  I have  pointed  out 
previously,  if  full  benefit  is  to  be  obtained  from  its  application  mothers 
must  be  instructed  in  the  use  of  the  machine  prior  to  their  going  into 
labour. 

Tuberculosis. — We  hear  a great  deal  these  days  with  regard 
to  the  increase  in  the  incidence  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  the  West 
of  Scotland.  It  should  be  noted  that  for  the  last  three  years,  there 
has  been  a perceptible  decline  in  the  number  of  notified  cases  in  the 
County  area,  as  is  shown  in  the  following  figures  : —

There  is  still,  however,  a continuing  high  incidence  in  females 
aged  15  to  35  and  in  males  over  45. 

Domiciliary  Care. — Home  treatment,  care  and  isolation  for  many 
patients  is  an  essential  part  of  the  tuberculosis  services.  The  extensive 
measures  in  operation  continue  to  be  indispensable  in  making  adequate 
provision  for  them.  Satisfactory  co-operation  from  patients  and 
their  families  is  the  fundamental  necessity  for  success  in  all  aspects 
of  this  medical  work  both  in  treatment  and  prevention.  It  is  on  the 
whole  reasonably  forthcoming  but  there  are  some  “ black  sheep  ” 
who  are  a danger  to  themselves  and  the  community. 

When  considering  the  new  treatments  and  the  fall  in  the  Tuber- 
culosis death  rate  we  must  remember  that  this  increases  the  work 
accruing  to  the  Health  Visiting  staff.  I would  like  to  say  that  the 
number  of  cases  on  the  respiratory  register  who  therefore  need  regular 
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visitation  is  this  year  3,211  compared  to  1,991  in  1946.  Aside,  it  should 
be  noted  that  non-respiratory  cases  have  fallen  from  1,266  to  990 
in  the  same  period. 

The  death  rate  for  the  County  has  equalled  that  for  all  Scotland 
having  been  consistently  above  it  since  1945. 

The  B.C.G.  programme  has  gone  on  as  far  as  it  has  been  possible 
with  our  somewhat  limited  facilities.  Before  there  can  be  any  great 
increase  additional  staff  will  be  required.  The  spear  point  of  this  is 
not  medical  staff,  but  health  visiting  staff,  and,  as  the  Committee 
are  aware,  suitably  qualified  persons  are  in  very  short  supply. 

Domestic  Help  Scheme. — We  have  now  had  a full  }rear’s  exper- 
ience of  the  Scheme  as  modified  in  October,  1952.  There  has  been 
overall  a considerable  drop  in  the  households  attended  for  the  year 
under  review,  955  against  1,303  in  1952.  The  help  being  given  is 
very  largely  in  the  category  of  the  aged,  63  per  cent  of  the  helper  hours 
being  in  this  group,  and  I am  afraid  that  the  tendency  for  this  per- 
centage to  increase  will  continue. 

In  the  maternity  sphere,  we  had  185  requests  as  against  301  the 
previous  year.  This  is  difficult  to  understand  but  it  may  be  that  the 
increased  allowances  for  domiciliary  confinements  which  came  into 
force  in  October,  1953,  will  tend  in  subsequent  }7ears  to  increase 
this  demand. 

Home  Nursing. — This  service  continues  to  run  exceptionally 
satisfactorily.  As  I have,  on  more  than  one  occasion,  remarked  at  the 
Executive  meetings  of  the  Lanarkshire  Association  for  Nurses,  this 
is  the  one  service  regarding  which  I have  received  no  complaints 
and  I am  more  than  ever  convinced  that  our  arrangement  in  Lanark- 
shire, albeit  we  are  in  a very  small  minority,  is  that  which  ensures  a 
good  service. 

The  staffing  question  may,  in  the  near  future,  require  to  be  con- 
sidered. In  the  County,  we  have  at  the  moment  57  nurses  employed 
in  domiciliary  nursing  and  there  is  one  relief  nurse.  If  nurses  are 
to  be  attracted  to  the  area,  and  if  the}7  are  to  have  adequate  hours 
of  relief,  comparable  to  those  in  other  services,  it  may  well  be  that 
another  one  or  two  relief  nurses  will  require  to  be  appointed. 

Milk  Supply. — The  percentage  of  graded  herds  rose  from  SI -5 
to  83-6  and  the  percentage  of  attested  herds  from  93-4  to  96-2.  It  is 
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anticipated  that  all  herds  in  the  County  area  will  have  become  Attested 
early  in  1954  and  that  the  County  will  be  declared  an  Attested  Area. 
This  will  mark  a most  significant  advance  in  the  fight  against  Tuber- 
culosis. 

Visits  to  Dairy  Farms  by  the  Milk  Officers  show  an  increase  of 
472  over  last  year  but  in  spite  of  this  the  number  of  visits  per  farm  is 
still  lower  than  the  6 recommended — our  figure  being  4-9. 

The  percentage  of  disconform  samples  of  milk  taken  both  at 
farms  and  at  dealer’s  premises  shows  a disappointing  increase  over 
last  year.  This  was  chiefly  due  to  the  unusually  mild  weather  during 
the  last  four  months  of  the  year  when  the  usual  sharp  decline  in 
disconform  samples  did  not  occur. 

Under  the  “ Milk  in  Schools  ” Scheme  approximately  3,000  gallons 
of  milk  are  consumed  daily  in  the  Schools  in  the  County  and  Burghs 
within  the  County.  Approximately  92-4  per  cent  of  this  milk  is 
pasteurised,  the  remainder  being  either  Certified  or  Tuberculin  Tested. 
Remarkably  few  complaints  were  received  from  schoolmasters  and 
regular  sampling  showed  that  a satisfactory  standard  was  being 
maintained. 

After  a lapse  of  two  years  due  to  the  scarcity  of  guinea  pigs  the 
biological  examination  of  milk  was  recommenced  late  in  the  year. 
Eight  samples  were  examined  and  all  proved  negative  for  Tuberculosis. 


As  previously,  I have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  help  and 
encouragement  granted  to  me  by  the  County  Council  and  by  the 
Committees;  and  my  thanks  are  also  due  to  all  members  of  the  staff 
for  their  loyal  support  and  assistance.

After  admission  to  hospital  the  diagnosis  was  revised  in  respect  of 
all  but  one  of  the  patients  notified  as  follows  : — tonsillitis  (including, 
enlarged  and  septic  tonsils),  26  ; laryngitis,  4 ; tracheitis,  1 ; scarlet 
fever,  1 ; measles,  2 ; other  conditions,  7.  In  2 other  instances  no 
evidence  of  the  presence  of  diphtheria  could  be  detected. 
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All  notified  patients  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Antitoxin  was  administered  by  a practitioner  to  one  patient,  prior 
to  admission  to  hospital. 

During  the  year  72,000  units  of  antitoxin  were  supplied  through 
police  stations  to  medical  practitioners.  In  addition  to  this  two 
practitioners  were  supplied  with  68,000  units  direct  from  the  County 
Health  Department.

Six  hundred  and  twenty-one  patients  or  68-39  per  cent.,  were 
removed  to  hospital.

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  incidence  showed  a considerable 
increase  over  that  of  last  year. 

The  first  case  was  notified  on  8th  July,  a girl  of  3 years  residing  in 
Viewpark.

The  greatest  number  of  cases  occurred  during  the  months  of 
September  and  October. 

Age  and  Sex  Distribution. 

Table  II  shows  the  distribution  of  the  cases  according  to  age  and 
sex. 
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There  was  a preponderance  this  year  of  females  over  males  in 
the  ratio  of  .34  to  24.  Only  five  cases  were  under  the  age  of  one  year. 
The  greatest  number,  namely  25,  occurred  in  the  1-5  age  group  and 
there  was  a marked  decline  in  each  succeeding  decennial  group.

Two  cases  ended  fatally  giving  a death  rate  of  3-44  per  cent,  of 
the  total  confirmed  cases.  The  fatal  cases  were  two  females,  each 
aged  11  years. 

Of  the  57  confirmed  cases  removed  to  hospital,  55  were  admitted  to 
Strathclyde  Hospital,  Motherwell  and  2 to  Law  Hospital,  Carluke. 

The  remaining  case  was  detected  in  the  late  stage  of  the  disease 
and  required  out-patient  treatment  only. 

In  regard  to  the  15  patients  proved  not  to  be  suffering  from 
Poliomyelitis  and  which  were  with  one  exception  removed  to  hospital, 
the  diagnosis  was  revised  as  follows  : — Clinically  negative,  7 ; ton- 
sillitis, 4 ; cerebral  haemorrhage,  1 ; gastro-enteritis,  1 ; tubercular 
meningitis,  1 ; septic  arthritis,  1. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

Three  cases  were  discovered  from  the  Registrars’  Returns  of  Deaths. 
The  duration  of  illness  in  one  of  the  cases  which  had  not  been  notified 
was  23  years.  No  information  was  available  regarding  the  other  two. 

Acute  Infective  Jaundice. 

One  notification — not  confirmed. 

Whooping  Cough. 

During  the  year  1,201  notifications  were  received  and  of  these 
1,193  were  confirmed  cases.  Forty-five  patients  or  3-74  per  cent, 
were  removed  to  hospital.,  No  information  was  available  to  the  County 
Health  Department  regarding  two  patients.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Lunacy. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  Authorised  Officers  dealt  with  297  cases 
who  required  to  be  admitted  to  Hartwood  Mental  Hospital.  Of  this 
number,  158  entered  on  a voluntary  basis  and  did  not  require  certifi- 
cation. The  total  number  given  here  has  not  to  be  taken  as  the  actual 
number  of  admissions  to  Hartwood  Mental  Hospital  during  the  year, 
as  under  the  new  Regulations,  patients  may  be  admitted  at  the 
instance  of  friends,  quite  apart  from  reference  to  a Local  Authority. 

Throughout  the  year,  22  patients  were  liberated  on  probation  from 
Hartwood  Mental  Hospital,  and  the  supervisory  visitation  of  such 
cases  was  undertaken.  Five  cases  were  placed  under  guardianship 
throughout  the  year,  having  previously  had  a term  of  probation.  In 
many  instances  reports  were  given  to  the  Medical  Superintendent  of 
Hartwood  Mental  Hospital  on  home  conditions  of  patients,  in  order  to 
enable  him  to  decide  on  the  question  of  liberation  on  probation  of 
patients,  or  to  ensure  that  on  their  discharge  the  patients  had  a proper 
home  to  which  to  go. 

Mental  Deficiency. 

In  terms  of  Sections  56  and  57  of  the  Education  (Scotland)  Act, 
1946,  intimation  was  received  from  the  Education  Authority  of 
14  cases.  In  2 instances  the  cases  were  already  in  Institutions  and 
required  re-certification.  In  the  remaining  12  cases  each  home  was 
visited  and  reported  upon  with  the  result  that,  in  3 cases,  removal  to 
Birkwood  House  Institution  was  carried  out,  and  in  6 cases  no  action 
was  taken  as  the  parents  decided  to  be  responsible  for  the  proper  care 
and  maintenance  of  the  children.  In  3 cases  the  names  were  put  on 
the  waiting  list.  In  addition  to  the  3 admissions  mentioned  above, 
2 other  cases  were  admitted  to  Birkwood  House  Institution  throughout 
the  year. 

Six  juvenile  Mental  Defectives  are  on  the  waiting  list  for 
admission  to  an  Institution.  There  are  difficulties  arising  with  regard 
to  admission  of  Adult  Mental  Defectives  (cases  over  16  years  of  age), 
but  6 admissions  were  effected  and  at  the  present  time  the  waiting-list 
for  this  class  is  5 and  will  gradually  be  added  to.  The  5 cases  are  not 
urgent  but,  if  a really  difficult  case  should  arise,  it  wall  present  a 
problem. 

Special  reports  on  home  conditions  were  supplied  to  the  General 
Board  of  Control  at  their  request  in  75  cases,  while  reports  were 
submitted  on  cases,  where,  owing  to  some  circumstance  or  other, 
a special  review  of  the  cases  was  taken  by  the  General  Board  of  Control. 
The  normal  visitation  and  supervision  of  Boarded-out  Mental  Defectives 
in  the  County  was  also  carried  out  throughout  the  year.

Contact  Investigation. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination. — The  special  B.C.G.  and  Contact  Clinics, 
established  at  Larkhall,  Bishopbriggs,  Cambuslang,  Baillieston, 
Strathaven,  Shotts,  Blantyre,  Lanark,  Carluke  and  Bellshill  have 
functioned  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

Whenever  circumstances  allow  the  necessary  segregation  of 
vaccinees,  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  those  agreeable  and  medically  suitable 
is  carried  out.  The  response  has  been  good  and  there  appears  generally 
to  be  a desire  for  vaccination  when  its  aims  are  explained  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer  and  Nurse  Health  Visitor. 
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Segregation  is  achieved  by  (a)  the  infecting  case  being  out  of  the 
house,  ( b ) the  vaccinee  being  out  of  the  infectious  house,  (c)  vaccinee 
being  in  hospital  for  some  other  reason. 

Special  arrangements  have  been  made  to  achieve  the  vaccination 
of  infants  of  tuberculous  mothers  soon  after  their  birth  without  initial 
tuberculin  testing.

Paediatric  Clinic. 

Specialist  advice  of  a Consultant  Paediatrician  continues  to  be 
available  at  the  Paediatric  Clinic  which  is  held  weekly  at  Strathclyde 
Hospital,  Motherwell.  During  the  year  many  general  practitioners 
have  availed  themselves  of  this  service  and  cases  are  also  referred 
from  the  local  Child  Welfare  Centres.  In  each  instance  full  information 
is  passed  both  to  the  child’s  own  doctor  and  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.

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Premature  Babies 

The  special  service  for  the  nursing  of  premature  babies  has  con- 
tinued throughout  the  year  and  the  nurse  operating  the  service  has 
been  kept  fully  occupied.  During  the  year  47  first  visits  and  999 
re-visits  were  paid  by  her.  Her  services  continue  to  be  available  at 
the  request  of  the  family  doctor  and  are  greatly  appreciated. 

She  has  now  been  provided  with  a special  oxygen  tent  for  use  in 
cases  where  it  is  essential  for  the  treatment  of  the  child.  In  a certain 
number  of  cases  special  equipment  has  been  provided  on  loan  where 
there  were  no  facilities  in  the  home  for  the  adequate  care  of  the  child 
and  special  food  has  been  supplied  if  requested  on  medical  grounds.

Nursing  Homes  Registration  (Scotland)  Act,  1938. 

There  are  in  the  County  eight  Nursing  Homes  registered  by  the 
Local  Authority.  The  total  number  of  beds  so  approved  is  now  210, 
an  increase  of  15  compared  with  last  year.  The  increase  is  due  to  the 
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registration  of  one  Nursing  Home  being  amended  to  provide  for  an 
additional  number  of  patients.  The  County  Medical  Officer  and  an 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  paid  the  usual  routine  visits  of  inspection. 
There  were  no  infringements  of  the  conditions  of  registration  and  the 
patients  appeared  to  be  well  cared  for.

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Nannie  Scheme 

This  Scheme  was  introduced  in  April,  1944.  The  function  of  the 
service  was  to  relieve  the  mother  of  the  care  of  her  pre-school  children 
for  certain  periods  of  the  day,  thus  allowing  her  more  time  for  her 
domestic  and  shopping  duties. 

Unfortunately,  however,  the  number  of  requests  for  the  services 
of  a “ Nannie  ” steadily  declined  until  the  Scheme  could  no  longer 
be  regarded  as  an  economical  one  and  it  was  discontinued  at  the  end 
of  March.

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SCHEME  FOR  PROVIDING  DOMESTIC  HELP 

The  first  complete  year  of  working  under  the  restricted  Scheme 
brought  a big  reduction  in  the  number  of  households  attended — from 
the  peak  year  of  1950  there  was  a fall  of  794  and  from  last  year  a fall 
of  348. 

Applications  continue  to  be  received  from  persons  who  do  not  fall 
within  the  permitted  categories — Aged,  Maternity  and  Tuberculosis. 
These  numbered  125  but  after  appeals  had  been  lodged  and  being 
satisfied  of  the  urgent  needs  of  the  applicants,  the  Committee  agreed 
that  domestic  help  should  be  provided  in  38  instances. 

Numerous  complaints  were  dealt  with  from  applicants  who  were 
refused  the  service  because  the  family  incomes  were  in  excess  of  the 
scale  of  adjudication.  Although  some  were  willing  to  pay  the  standard 
charge,  the  Home  Help  could  not  be  authorised  and  not  infrequently 
the  applicants  objected  that,  while  being  rated  to  support  the  scheme 
the  benefits  were  denied  them.  Invariably  such  persons  are  advised  to 
make  a private  arrangement  but  they  point  out  that  this  is  well-nigh 
impossible  as  reliable  helps  are  absorbed  in  the  County  Council’s 
scheme.  The  genuine  difficulties  confronting  such  applicants  in  their 
quest  for  Domestic  Help  merit  consideration.  Every  assistance  is, 
however,  given  by  the  Supervisory  staff  to  effect  a private  arrangement 
and  it  is  sometimes  possible  to  obtain  the  services  of  a woman  who  had 
been  approved  for  the  panel  of  Domestic  Helps  but  is  now  available 
only  for  occasional  work. 

In  many  of  the  Maternity  cases,  application  was  made  for  extended 
hours  during  the  first  week  of  the  confinement,  chiefly  because  of  the 
number  of  young  children  in  the  family  and  the  absence  of  any  assist- 
ance from  members  of  the  patient’s  family. 

Generally  it  has  been  found  that  the  maximum  number  of  hours  now 
allowed,  viz.  22,  is  sufficient  to  cope  with  the  main  household  duties.  It 
is  unfortunate,  however,  that  many  old  people  destined  to  live  alone 
must  inevitably  face  long  periods  of  loneliness.  In  an  endeavour  to 
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alleviate  the  position  the  Supervisors  stagger  the  hours,  wherever  that 
is  possible,  so  that  the  Domestic  Helps  can  attend  at  least  twice  daily  ; 
this,  of  course  necessitates  considerable  administrative  work. 

The  welfare  of  the  aged,  apart  from  the  provision  of  a Domestic  Help 
does  not  fall  within  the  ambit  of  the  Health  Department  but  in  the 
absence  of  hostel  or  hospital  accommodation  it  may  be  necessary  to 
consider  the  establishment  of  a “Sitter  ’’  service  : this  could  be  a most 
trying  and  exhausting  occupation  when  one  has  regard  to  the  idiosyn- 
cracies  of  many  of  the  old  people.

Over  all  the  districts  11  out  of  every  1,000  households  received 
domestic  help  through  the  Local  Health  Authority's  scheme.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Efforts  continue  to  be  made  to  stimulate  public  interest  in  matters 
pertaining  to  the  health  of  the  community.  Distribution  of  suitable 
literature  and  display  of  posters  bring  to  notice  many  important 
matters,  including  the  subject  of  diphtheria  immunisation.

The  percentage  of  disconform  samples  of  graded  milk  taken  both

Milk  Supplied  to  School  Children 

Under  the  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme,  approximately  3,000  gals,  of 
milk  are  consumed  daily  in  the  schools  in  the  County  and  in  the 
Burghs  within  the  County. 

Approximately  92-4  per  cent,  of  this  milk  is  pasteurised  and  the 
remainder  is  certified  or  Tuberculin  Tested. 

Remarkably  few  complaints  are  received  from  Headmasters, 
and  samples  taken  on  delivery  of  supplies  to  the  bottling  premises 
and  after  delivery  to  the  schools  show  that  a satisfactory  standard  is 
being  maintained. 

268  samples  of  school  milk  were  taken  during  the  year : — 225  at 
schools  and  43  at  dealers'  premises  before  delivery  to  schools  and 
41  did  not  conform  to  the  standard  for  graded  milk  in  that  the}'  showed 
the  presence  of  coliform  bacilli. 

Non-Graded  Milk 

The  number  of  non-graded  herds  in  the  County  producing  milk 
for  sale  on  31st  December,  1953,  was  179.  This  is  a reduction  of  26 
compared  to  the  figure  for  last  year  and  indicates  good  progress. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  141  of  the  179  herds  are  “ attested.” 

During  the  year  the  Milk  Officers  paid  584  visits  to  non-graded 
farms  which  is  an  average  of  3-26  visits  per  farm. 
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Samples. — 462  samples  of  non-graded  milk  were  taken  for  exam- 
ination during  the  year — 336  at  dairy  farms  and  126  at  dealers’ 
premises. 

Results  show  that  12-3  per  cent,  of  the  samples  failed  the  Resazurin 
Test.  This  is  a marked  improvement  compared  to  the  figure  for  1952 
which  was  25  per  cent. 

Veterinary  Inspection  of  Dairy  Herds 

Under  the  Agricultural  Act,  1937,  the  veterinary  inspection  of 
dairy  herds  was  taken  over  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
as  from  31st  March,  1938.

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Tuberculosis  Order,  1938 

Three  animals  were  taken  and  slaughtered  under  this  Order  during 
the  year.  Tuberculous  lesions  were  found  in  all  animals  and  in  one  case 
the  udder  was  affected.  In  1952,  5 animals  were  slaughtered  and 
in  3 lesions  of  the  udder  were  found. 


Attested  Herds  Scheme 


There  were  1,693  Attested  Herds,  908  of  which  were  licensed 
under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  141  non-graded  and  the 
remaining  644  were  not  registered. 

This  scheme  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Divisional  Veterinary 
Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  during  the 
year  a total  of  210  reactors  to  the  Tuberculin  Test  was  notified  in 
98  herds.

There  was  a marked  increase  both  in  the  number  of  herds  affected 
and  in  the  number  of  reactors.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  reactors 
was  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  S3  reactors  occurred  in  4 herds 
which  is  an  unusual  occurrence. 

No  specific  cause  was  found  at  any  of  these  farms. 


Milk  and  Dairies  (Scotland)  Order,  1934 

During  the  year  54  producers  were  notified  from  this  office  regarding 
the  failure  to  seal  milk  churns. 

Warning  letters  were  sent  in  each  case  and  as  the  contraventions 
were  not  repeated  no  prosecutions  were  necessary. 
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Scottish  Milk  Testing  Scheme 


Under  the  above  Scheme,  large  creameries  and  milk  depots  may 
appoint  Milk  Testers  whose  duty  it  is  to  make  a daily  inspection  of 
all  incoming  supplies  for  taste,  smell  and  appearance,  and  a weekly 
test  (Resazurin  Test)  for  keeping  quality. 

Supplies  which  fail  the  daily  Platform  Test  or  the  weekly  Resazurin 
Test  on  two  consecutive  occasions  are  notified  to  the  Local  Authority 
of  the  producing  area. 

In  Lanarkshire  the  procedure  adopted  is  to  have  these  complaints 
investigated  within  48  hours  and  a report  submitted  on  the  general 
conditions  prevailing  at  the  farm  and  the  action  taken  with  regard 
to  the  complaint.  The  gist  of  this  report  is  then  sent  to  the  complainer. 

It  has  been  found  that  these  reports  are  appreciated  by  Creamery 
Managers  and  others  interested  as  they  at  least  show  that  their 
complaints  have  had  prompt  attention. 

Generally  speaking  these  complaints  serve  a useful  purpose  in  drawing 
attention  to  those  producers  whose  milking  methods  require  more 
frequent  supervision  by  the  Milk  Officers. 

It  is  worthy  of  note,  however,  that  in  approximately  11  per  cent, 
of  the  complaints  received  no  defects  were  found  at  the  producers’ 
premises  and  a sample  of  milk  was  found  to  conform  to  the  required 
standard.  Last  year  (1952)  the  percentage  was  17.

The  exact  nature  of  the  buildings  set  forth  in  these  plans  is  shown 
in  Table  1. 

A large  proportion  of  the  plans  submitted  did  not  conform  to  the 
Bye-laws,  but  in  most  cases  the  owners  or  architects  were  willing  to 
make  the  necessary  adjustments,  or  carry  out  alternative  schemes 
suggested  by  this  Department.  In  the  comparatively  few  cases  in 
which  agreement  could  not  be  reached,  the  disconformities  were 
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reported  to  the  County  Clerk  for  consideration  by  the  appropriate 
Committee. 

Surveys  of  the  sites  or  buildings  were  carried  out  on  receipt  of 
the  plans,  and  thereafter  the  buildings  inspected  as  regularly  as 
possible  during  the  progress  of  the  work.  In  this  way  10,415  inspections 
were  made  and  6,101  applications  of  the  smoke-test  to  drains  and 
sanitary  fittings  were  carried  out. 

In  addition  to  the  plans  lodged  under  the  Building  Bye-laws, 
13  plans  were  received  and  approval  granted  for  various  works  of  a 
minor  character. 


East  Kilbride  New  Town. — The  tempo  of  construction  work 
increased  considerably  during  the  year.  Plans  were  submitted  and 
approved  for  the  erection  of  1,920  houses.  All  the  buildings  being 
erected  (except  those  for  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research,  which  are  Crown  property)  were  inspected  regularly  during 
the  progress  and  after  completion  of  the  work — the  number  of  inspec- 
tions carried  out  being  3,763 — meetings  were  held  at  the  Development 
Corporation’s  offices  and  on  sites  to  discuss  and  arrange  the  layout 
of  drains  and  other  matters  requiring  attention  during  the  progress 
of  building  work,  and  all  drains,  plumberwork  and  sanitary  fittings 
subjected  to  the  smoke-test,  the  foregoing  necessitating  the  full-time 
attention  of  one  of  my  assistants. 

872  houses  were  completed  (compared  with  312  during  year  1952) 
together  with  a school  for  680  pupils  (Heatherknowe  Primary),  a 
factory  to  employ  several  thousand  workers  (Rolls-Royce  Ltd.), 
four  shops,  electrical  sub-stations,  lock-up  garages,  &c.  Work  was  in 
progress  at  the  end  of  the  year  on  a further  1,407  houses,  2 schools, 
1 factory  and  various  smaller  projects.  The  total  number  of  houses 
completed  in  the  New  Town  since  the  commencement  of  building  is 
now  1,505,  providing  housing  accommodation  for  some  5,000  persons. 

While  the  buildings  being  erected  in  connection  with  the  New 
Town  embody  the  latest  ideas  in  design  and  construction,  adjustments 
have  to  be  made  from  time  to  time  in  the  plans  submitted,  and  defects 
pointed  out  to  the  Development  Corporation  during  the  progress 
of  the  work.  Relations  between  my  Officers  and  those  of  the  Corpor- 
ation are,  however,  most  cordial,  and  the  latter  are  usually  anxious 
to  do  all  in  their  power  to  remedy  all  defects  brought  to  their  notice.

In  terms  of  the  above  Acts  the  Local  Authority  are  empowered 
to  make  grants  to  private  persons  for  the  provision  of  dwellings  by 
means  of  conversion  of  houses  or  other  buildings,  or  the  improvement 
of  existing  dwellings,  provided  that  after  completion  of  the  works, 
the  dwellings  will  provide  housing  accommodation  for  a period,  in 
normal  circumstances,  of  not  less  than  30  years,  and  will  conform 
to  the  requirements  specified  by  the  Secretary  of  State.

Work  was  completed  on  7 projects  during  the  year  and  13  were 
still  in  course  of  alteration. 

In  addition  to  the  above  applications,  many  enquiries  were  received 
from  intending  applicants,  but  in  most  cases  it  was  found  after  the 
properties  had  been  surveyed,  that  the  proposed  works  would  not 
bring  the  houses  up  to  the  required  standards,  and  were  therefore 
not  eligible  for  grant. 

Section  3 of  the  1952  Act  also  provides  a scheme  of  assistance 
otherwise  than  by  Local  Authorities  towards  the  provision  of  new 
houses  for  the  agricultural  population  and  10  applications  (as  detailed 
under)  were  dealt  with  in  respect  of  11  houses.  These  applications 
were  approved  by  the  Housing  Committee  and  Certificate  “ A ” 
issued  in  each  case.

Building  Licensing  Regulations 

173  applications  for  licences  were  received  during  the  year,  and 
60  licences  issued  amounting  to  £56,443.  52  licences  amounting  to 

£132,082  were  granted  for  the  erection  of  new  houses.  The  properties 
referred  to  in  the  applications  were  inspected,  circumstances  investi- 
gated, and  reports  forwarded  to  the  County  Clerk  for  consideration 
by  the  appropriate  Committee. 
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Efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to  complete  the  establishment 
of  the  Department  but  no  suitable  applications  were  received.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  one  Inspector  is  now  full-time  at  East  Kilbride 
and  another  on  National  Service  great  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
properly  supervising  all  the  work  in  progress,  especially  in  the  outlying 
districts.  Lack  of  transport  proved  another  drawback,  and  thanks 
are  due  todhe  many  contractors  who  put  themselves  to  much  trouble 
to  convey  the  Inspectors  to  the  outlying  jobs  in  the  Upper  Ward.

The  following  report  and  tables  give  details  of  the  work  in  the 
Laboratory. 

During  the  year  systematic  monthly  sampling  of  the  River  Clyde 
was  resumed  after  a lapse  of  14  years  and  the  systematic  monthly 
sampling  of  the  South  Calder  Water  above  and  below  the  Burgh  of 
Motherwell  was  commenced.  The  Methylene  Blue,  Resazurin  and 
Hiscox  tests  which  have  been  carried  out  since  1937  have  been  aban- 
doned, and  the  laboratory  is  now  able  to  devote  more  time  to  other 
types  of  work.  The  investigation  of  general  atmospheric  pollution 
in  different  areas  has  been  reduced  in  scope. 

Several  “ Appeal  to  Cow  ” samplings  were  made  during  the  year, 
and  one  very  interesting  case  came  to  light.  This  case  is  given  in  some 
detail,  and  was  still  under  investigation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

River  Pollution. 

The  number  of  samples  received  for  examination  was  1,494. 
Evidence  of  pollution  by  trade  waste  was  sought  in  195  samples,  and 
evidence  of  sewage  pollution  in  296  samples.

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The  total  number  of  samples  received  showed  a slight  increase 
and  during  the  second  half  of  the  year  there  was  a marked  fall  in  the 
incidence  of  sampling  of  certain  sources  having  a known  record  of 
pollution. 


Water  Supplies. 

352  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  chemical  examination 
during  the  year,  and  35  of  these  were  from  private  supplies.

County  Water  Supply. — The  gathering  grounds  in  the  County 
Areas  are  of  a peaty  nature,  and,  in  consequence,  the  water  supply  has 
always  had  a certain  amount  of  colour  which  has  varied  from  district 
to  district  and  season  to  season.  Some  districts  are  supplied  with 
Camps  Water,  and  the  supply  normally  has  an  excellent  colour  and 
appearance,  whilst  other  districts  have  a mixed  supply  of  Camps, 
Logan,  Dunside  and  Glengavel,  and  receive  water  which  has  usually 
a fairly  deep  brown  colour  and  a far  from  attractive  appearance. 

During  the  course  of  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a gradual, 
but  marked  deterioration  in  the  colour  of  the  water  supplied  to  such 
districts  as  Blantyre,  East  Kilbride,  Bothwell,  Uddingston,  and 
Bellshill.  This  year  the  colour  has  been  higher,  therefore  the  chemical 
quality  poorer,  than  in  any  previous  year  in  my  experience.  The  Daer 
Water  Supply  will  be  coming  in  to  the  County  Water  Supply  system 
in  the  course  of  the  next  year  or  two,  and  when  mixed  with  the  exist- 
ing supply,  will  improve  the  colour  and  appearance  in  some  areas,  but 
in  other  districts  where  there  is  little  or  no  admixture  with  Daer  Water 
the  water  will  continue  to  have  a poor  appearance. 

I am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  has  come  when  consider- 
ation should  be  given  to  removing  the  colour  by  Chemical  treatment 
at  the  source  in  order  that  all  the  people  in  the  County  Supply  Area 
will  have  a clear  and  sparkling  supply  of  water  at  all  times.

Two  of  the  privately  received  samples  were  adversely  criticised. 
A sample  of  butter  beans  received  in  an  unopened  can  was  condemned 
as  unfit  for  human  consumption,  the  other,  a sample  of  fish  cakes,  was 
deficient  in  fish  content. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  new  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for 
Scotland  was  printed  in  draft  form,  and  will  be  presented  to  Parliament 
in  the  near  future.  This  new  Act  has  many  improvements  on  the 
Act  of  1928,  but  I feel  that  it  does  not  go  far  enough,  and  that  the 
scope  of  the  Act  should  have  been  extended  to  include  cosmetics, 
which  are  undoubtedly  very  big  business  to-day.  I have  no  doubt 
that  there  are  many  excellent  manufacturers  who  take  adequate 
precautions  to  ensure  the  products  they  sell  are  of  the  highest  quality, 
and  perfectly  safe  to  use,  but  there  probably  are  others  who  take  a 
chance  that  their  products  are  harmless. 

As  regards  drugs,  it  appears  to  me  that  the  opportunity  to  review 
the  analytical  control  in  this  field  has  been  missed.  The  number  of 
drugs  which  can  be  purchased  by  a sampling  officer  is  restricted  by 
the  various  Poisons  Acts  ; again,  in  certain  classes  of  drugs,  the 
standardisation  of  the  drug  calls  for  very  specialised  techniques  which 
the  Analyst  does  not  practice.  At  best,  the  quality  of  drugs  is  only 
partially  controlled,  and  the  control  should  be  improved.  It  would,  in 
my  opinion,  have  been  better  to  have  removed  the  control  of  the 
quality  and  potency  of  drugs  from  this  proposed  Act,  and  made  new 
legislation  which  would  have  ensured  adequate  supervision. 
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The  following  table  records  the  monthly  variation  in  milk  fat  and 
milk  solids  other  than  milk  fat  of  the  milks  received  in  this  laboratory.

It  will  be  observed  that  over  the  last  year  or  two  there  is  a very 
slight  but  definite  tendency  for  the  milk  solids  not  fat  to  drop. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  317  samples  of  milk  from  supervised  milk- 
ings were  examined.  In  one  T.T.  farm  the  samples  were  taken  as  a 
result  of  a complaint  from  a creamery,  who  stated  that  weekly  samples 
over  the  previous  seven  weeks  had  been  deficient  in  fat. 

Samples  were  taken  at  a supervised  milking,  and  indicated  a fat 
deficiency.  The  sampling  was  repeated  one  week  later  and  similar 
results  obtained.  At  my  request,  monthly  samples  have  been  obtained 
at  the  farm,  and  the  figures  are  given  underneath.  This  is  not  a small 
farm  as  there  are  about  50  cattle  milking  and  approximately  ISO 
gallons  are  sent  to  the  creamery  daily.  The  cattle,  mostly  Ayrshires, 
are  said  to  be  in  excellent  condition.  The  results  are  as  follows  : —

The  farmer  was  advised  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Officer  to  obtain 
advice  from  the  Advisory  Committee  as  it  appeared  that  the  very  low 
fat  content  was  due  to  some  fault,  probably  feeding,  at  the  farm.  An 
immediate  upward  trend  in  the  fat  content  was  recorded  as  soon  as  the 
animals  were  put  out  to  graze,  and  reached  a maximum  between 
August  and  October,  then  began  to  fall  rapidly,  and  the  fat  content 
of  the  sample  morning  milk  recorded  in  December  was  very  low. 
Reference  to  any  of  the  tables  showing  the  monthly  variation  in  the 
milk  fat  and  milk  solids  not  fat  content  of  milk  produced  in  the  County 
area  will  demonstrate  there  is  usually  a very  slight  fall  in  the  milk  fat 
content,  but  I have  never  recorded  or  heard  of  a fall  of  the  order  of 
30  per  cent  of  the  milk  fat  content.  These  facts  strongly  suggest  that 
the  cause  of  the  trouble  is  unbalanced  or  inadequate  feeding.  It  is 
proposed  to  continue  to  sample  supervised  milking  at  this  farm  during 
1954,

One  certified  milk  was  deficient  in  fat  ; 10  T.T.  Milks  were  deficien 
in  fat  and  46  in  milk  solids  not  fat ; 1 ordinary  milk  was  deficient  in 
fat,  and  6 in  milk  solids  not  fat ; and  of  the  pasteurised  milks  1 was 
deficient  in  fat,  and  2 in  milk  solids  not  fat. 

Miscellaneous  Samples. — 283  samples  were  received  from  Burgh 
of  Airdrie  and  Coatbridge,  Drainage  Dept.,  Sanitary  Dept.,  School 
Meals  and  Water  Dept. 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951. 

8 Samples  were  received  under  this  Act,  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

A certain  amount  of  progress  can  be  reported  over  the  year  under 
review. 

The  main  source  of  atmospheric  pollution  at  Shotts  closed  down 
towards  the  end  of  the  year,  and  it  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  a marked 
improvement  in  this  area. 

The  Coltness  Iron  Co.  have,  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  installed 
a new  dust  extractor  plant,  and  some  improvement  should  also  be 
recorded  in  this  area. 

The  systematic  observations  which  commenced  sometime  ago  at 
Carmyle  have  continued  during  the  year. 

The  various  results  and  a graph  will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  report,  page  170. 

The  first  table  showing  the  results  obtained  from  the  grit  deposit 
gauge  has  been  extended  to  include  an  estimated  Iron  Ore  and  Carbon 
content  in  the  insoluble  matter  deposited.  For  the  purposes  of  cal- 
culation, it  has  been  assumed  that  the  iron  content  of  the  ore  used 
is  56  per  cent.  If  the  iron  content  is  in  fact  more  than  56  per  cent 
then  the  iron  ore  will  be  less  than  the  figure  given  in  the  table,  and 
conversely,  if  the  iron  content  is  less  than  56  per  cent  then  the  amount 
of  iron  ore  deposited  will  be  greater  than  the  figure  given. 
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As  Clyde  Iron  Works  are  the  only  users  of  iron  ore  in  the  area, 
some  idea  of  the  degree  of  nuisance  the  iron  ore  conveyor  system  and 
sinter  plant  are  causing  can  now  be  assessed.  It  will  be  observed 
that  last  year  the  average  total  deposit  in  Carmyle  area  at  Police 
Station  was  37-5  tons  per  square  mile. 

This  year  there  has  been  a serious  deterioration,  and  it  has  risen 
to  53-3  tons  per  square  mile,  an  increase  of  almost  16  tons  per  square 
mile  per  month,  equivalent  to  about  one  half  ton  per  day  throughout 
the  year. 

The  lead  peroxide  candles  also  record  an  increase  this  year  as 
compared  to  1951  and  1952. 

It  will  be  observed  that  over  the  three  years  there  has  been  a 
slight  but  definite  increase  in  daily  average  of  sulphur  trioxide  per 
1,000  square  centimetres  recorded  in  Carmlye  Village.  There  has  been 
a sharp  increase  in  the  figures  recorded  at  Carmyle  Police  Station, 
and  the  figures  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  are  excessively 
high.  It  will  also  be  observed  that  there  was  definite  deterioration 
and  worsening  of  conditions  in  the  area  from  July  till  the  end  of  the 
year.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the  figures  for  grit  deposit  gauge 
and  lead  peroxide  candles  are  purely  relative  figures,  and  give  a 
general  indication  of  the  tendency  of  the  pollution  to  increase  or 
diminish. 

The  daily  recordings  of  the  air  concentrations  of  sulphur  dioxide 
is  the  only  accurate  estimation  of  pollution  in  this  area  and  was 
suspended  at  16th  May.  In  view  of  the  very  high  concentrations  of 
sulphur  dioxide  indicated  by  the  exceptionally  high  results  of  the 
peroxide  candles,  it  is  unfortunate  that  no  figures  for  sulphur  dioxide 
concentrations  are  available  during  the  second  part  of  the  year.  The 
total  number  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  samples  examined  was  181.

The  staffing  position  was  reviewed  in  June  of  this  year  and,  as 
from  1st  July,  the  establishment  of  officers  was  increased  by  3, 
making  a total  of  12  Assistant  Dental  Officers.  Early  efforts 
were  made  to  fill  the  vacancies  thus  created  and  Miss  Mary  M.  Bennie, 
B.D.S. , and  Mrs.  A.  P.  Thom,  L.D.S.,  commenced  duty  on  the  dates 
shown  above.  Miss  Wilma  S.  Pringle,  L.D.S.,  although  not  shown  on 
the  list  of  staff,  filled  the  third  vacancy  and  joined  the  Department 
on  1/1/54. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I record  the  death  on  4/11/53  of  the  Senior 
Assistant  Dental  Officer,  Mr.  Andrew  C.  F.  Rankin,  L.D.S.,  who 
commenced  duty  as  a School  Dental  Officer  with  this  Authority  in 
November,  1919.  During  his  34  years  of  office,  Mr.  Rankin  was 
employed  principally  in  Hamilton  Burgh,  Larkhall,  and  the  surround- 
ing area.  His  work  was  much  appreciated  and  his  personality  made 
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him  a very  popular  and  respected  figure  throughout  the  area.  Miss 
Margaret  M'Lachlan,  L.D.S.,  was  appointed  as  his  successor  on  1/12/53. 

With  the  increased  staff,  the  authorisation  of  No.  4 and  No.  5 
Mobile  Dental  Units  (due  early  1954)  and  the  setting  up  of  additional 
clinics  at  Stane  P.  School,  Shotts,  and  Bishopbriggs  H.G.  School, 
it  has  been  necessary  to  re-adjust  the  areas  and  in  some  cases  transfer 
the  existing  staff  from  one  area  to  another.  While  the  majority  of 
the  work  is  naturally  carried  out  in  the  School  Dental  Sendee,  a 
portion  of  each  officer’s  time  is  now  spent  on  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  and/or  Orthodontic  Treatment  as  shown  in  the  tables. 

There  is  no  treatment  shown  for  long  term  patients  in  hospital 
this  year  as  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  relieved  the  Department  of 
the  responsibility  to  carry  out  this  duty  at  the  end  of  1952. 

The  number  of  mothers  treated  during  the  year  shows  an  increase 
of  93  over  last  year  and  the  total  of  341  comprises  32  in  the  Ante- 
natal and  309  in  the  Post-natal  group.  The  numerical  difference 
while  very  noticeable,  is  probably  only  due  to  a hesitancy  on  the  part 
of  ante-natal  mothers  to  seek  treatment.  In  this  group  the  main 
items  of  treatment  were  as  follows  : — 1,917  teeth  were  extracted 
mainly  under  general  anaesthesia,  166  fillings  were  inserted  in  teeth 
and  a total  of  272  dentures  were  fitted.  15  X-ray  films  were  taken 
to  confirm  the  presence  of  buried  teeth,  etc. 

The  number  of  pre-school  children  treated  during  the  year  has 
decreased  considerably  from  98  in  1952  to  47  this  year  and  this  total 
is  made  up  of  17  girls  and  30  boys.  In  this  group  33  children  required 
extractions  and  17  required  fillings.  95  teeth  were  extracted  and 
40  fillings  inserted. 

238  school  children  were  referred  for  treatment  under  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Scheme.  This  comprised  an  equal  number  of  boys 
and  girls  and  in  all  they  made  974  attendances.  89  teeth  were  extracted 
with  a local  anaesthetic  and  33  under  general  anaesthesia.  59  children 
were  given  a partial  denture  each  and  one  senior  secondary  school 
boy  was  given  full  upper  and  lower  dentures.  71  fillings  were  inserted 
for  35  pupils. 

Orthodontic  treatment  was  commenced  for  94  children  making  a 
total  of  133  under  treatment  during  the  year.  This  involved  the  supply 
of  99  appliances.  The  X-ray  apparatus  has  proved  to  be  very  helpful 
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in  this  work  and  in  84  exposures  several  rather  unusual  and  unsuspected 
dental  conditions  were  discovered  and  later  treated.  Special  items  of 
treatment  totalled  4 gold  inlays  and  3 jacket  crowns. 

I append  a summary  of  the  work  done  by  each  Dental  Officer 
concerned  and  a detailed  report  of  treatment  carried  out  under 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  during  the  year.  Details 
of  the  work  completed  under  the  School  Dental  Service  can  be  obtained 
from  the  Annual  Report  1952/53  of  the  Executive  School  Medical 
Officer,  and  in  Table  V at  the  end  of  that  report.

Sweet  Milk. — 124  samples  were  procured  for  analysis  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  1928,  2 of  which  were  found  to  be  deficient, 
in  each  case  an  Information  was  lodged  with  the  County  Clerk.  As 
their  deficiency  was  so  small  cautionary  letters  were  sent  to  the  vendors 
and  on  repeat  samples  being  taken  the  milks  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Scotland)  Orders,  1951. — As 
reported  last  year  the  supervision  and  sampling  of  designated  milk  as 
delivered  to  distributors’  premises  is  now  carried  out  by  the  Milk 
Officers’  Department.  Only  when  samples  of  milk  as  delivered  to 
schools  show  a low  fat  content  are  samples  obtained  by  this  department 
at  the  distributors’  premises. 
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Control  of  Milk  to  School  Children. — Throughout  the  year 
various  schools  in  the  County  were  visited  and  the  milk  as  delivered 
to  the  schools  sampled.  In  this  connection  225  bottles  were 
obtained  from  the  various  schools.  Of  the  incoming  milk  to  the 
distributors’  premises,  559  samples  were  procured  for  chemical 
analysis  only. 

School  Meals  Service. — The  cooking  centres  for  the  above 
services  continue  to  receive  periodic  visits  and  the  cleanliness  and  the 
storage  of  the  various  cereals  left  no  cause  for  complaint. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1934. — Attention  has  continued  to  be 
given  to  milk  supplies  conveyed  by  common  carrier  and  a check 
made  to  see  that  all  churns  were  properly  sealed.  A total  of  54  contra- 
ventions was  detected  throughout  the  year,  but,  as  a result  of  a 
cautionary  letter  being  sent  to  each  producer  the  churns  were  then 
properly  sealed. 

Ice-Cream. — 235  samples  were  purchased  during  the  year.  All 
samples  were  examined  both  bacteriologically  and  chemically  and 
where  the  bacterial  content  was  considered  unsatisfactory  return 
visits  were  made  to  the  vendors  concerned  and  advice  given  as  to 
how  to  improve  the  bacterial  content  of  their  product.  Where  the 
chemical  examination  showed  the  fat  content  to  be  below  5 per  cent., 
formal  samples  were  procured  and  as  a result  7 successful  prosecutions 
were  instituted. 

Butter. — On  all  visits  to  shops  attention  continues  to  be  given 
to  the  proper  separation  of  butter  and  margarine. 

Margarine. — All  margarine  sold  to  the  public  is  pre-packed  and 
properly  labelled. 

Whisky. — 36  samples  of  whisky  were  procured  during  the  year 
all  of  which  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations 
(Scotland),  1925. — 1,107  samples  of  mince,  sausage  and  sausage 
meat  were  obtained  throughout  the  year,  these  were  examined  for  the 
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presence  of  preservatives.  60  samples  of  mince  and  50  samples  of 
sausage  were  found  to  contain  excessive  amounts  of  preservative. 
The  vendors  concerned  were  revisited  and  formal  samples  procured. 
As  a result  13  successful  prosecutions  were  instituted. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods. — Attention  continues  to  be  given  in  the 
various  shops  to  all  tinned  goods  displayed  for  sale.  Throughout 
the  year  various  tinned  commodities  were  detected  in  unsound 
conditions  due  principally  to  blown  tins.  The  shopkeepers  were  issued 
with  condemnation  certificates  and  the  affected  tins  removed  for 
destruction. 

Labelling  of  Food  Order. — No  contraventions  of  the  above 
order  were  detected  during  the  year. 

Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933. — The  provisions  of  the  above 
Act  continue  to  receive  attention  by  this  department  while  earning 
out  routine  inspections  of  the  various  shops.  As  a result  187  inspections 
were  made  and  various  articles,  principally  household  ammonia  and 
certain  disinfectants  containing  phenols,  were  purchased  and 
examined  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory.  These  have  all  complied  with 
the  conditions  laid  down  in  the  Act. 

Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1926. — During  the  year  2 contra- 
ventions of  the  above  Order  were  detected.  These  consisted  of  foreign 
tomatoes  being  labelled  and  sold  as  home  produced.  The  vendors 
in  each  case  were  verbally  cautioned. 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  1926. — No  requests  were 
received  from  any  farmer  throughout  the  year  to  have  fertilisers 
sampled. 

Shops  Acts,  1912-1934. — These  Acts  are  still  attended  to  by  this 
Department.  A close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  police  throughout 
the  County.  Most  trouble  under  the  Act  has  emanated  from  the 
increase  in  street  trading  due  to  mobile  vans  frequenting  the  various 
housing  schemes  throughout  the  County.  On  9 occasions  contra- 
ventions of  the  weekly  half-holiday  by  these  mobile  vans  were 
detected  and  legal  proceedings  followed.

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MEAT  INSPECTION— SLAUGHTERHOUSES  etc. 


As  General  Superintendent  of  Abattoirs  and  County  Meat  Inspector, 
I have  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  1953  : — 

It  will  be  observed  from  Table  I,  that  the  total  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  at  the  various  abattoirs  was  39,763,  of  which  8,806  were 
found  to  show  evidence  of  disease  in  some  form. 

Of  the  8,S06,  there  were  394  carcases  totally  or  partially  condemned 
and  8,412  carcases  found  with  local  conditions  in  which  organs  only 
were  condemned,  these  combined  being  22T3  per  cent,  of  the  total 
animals  slaughtered,  as  compared  with  20-49  per  cent,  the  previous 
year. 

No  cattle  were  sent  in  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

Tables  II.  and  III.  show  in  detail,  for  each  slaughterhouse,  the  class 
of  animal  slaughtered  and  the  extent  to  which  disease  was  prevalent, 
both  in  abattoirs  and  private  slaughterhouses  throughout  the  district. 

Table  IV.  shows  the  number  of  organs  and  the  diseases  for  which 
they  were  condemned  in  those  cases  where  organs  only  were  condemned 
in  abattoirs.

Burghs  of  Lanark  and  Biggar. 

The  tables  below  show  in  detail  the  class  and  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  and  the  amount  of  disease  detected.  In  September,  1952, 
the  County  Council  appointed  a Detention  Officer  at  Biggar  Slaughter- 
house to  carry  out  duties  of  routine  meat  inspection.  This  officer 
was  subsequently  appointed  by  the  Town  Council  as  Slaughterhouse 
Superintendent  for  the  Burgh.  This  joint  arrangement  has  proved 
satisfactory  and  has  brought  Biggar  Abattoir  into  line  with  the  County 
Council's  own  system  of  inspection  and  management.  The  position 
at  Lanark — although  the  Superintendent  is  uncertificated — remains 
quite  satisfactory. 

The  amount  of  Meat  and  Organs  condemned  was,  Meat,  19,503  lbs.; 
Organs,  17,840  lbs. 

The  following  amounts  for  Biggar  Slaughterhouse  were  also 
condemned  : — Corned  Meat,  Nil.

Diseased  Udders. — It  will  be  observed  that  the  total  number  of 
cows  slaughtered  was  4,023.  Of  these,  31  were  totally  condemned 
on  account  of  generalised  tuberculosis,  7 of  which  showed  evidence 
of  tubercle  in  the  udder.  There  were  25  cows  partially  condemned 
on  account  of  various  forms  of  localised  tuberculosis,  and  of  these 
14  had  udders  affected.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  there  were  643 
cows  in  which  the  disease  was  so  localised  that  organs  only  were 
condemned.  Of  the  total  cows  slaughtered,  2,500  cases  of  indurated 
udder  or  other  forms  of  chronic  mammitis  were  found.  Many  of  these 
cases  might  be  called  doubtful  tubercle  in  the  absence  of  microscopic 
examinations. 

Of  the  1,258  heifers  slaughtered,  3 were  totally  condemned  and  2 
partially  condemned. 

In  dealing  with  emergency  cases,  all  animals  are  prohibited  from 
entering  public  abattoirs  or  private  slaughterhouses  unless  accom- 
panied by  a veterinary  certificate  certifying  that  the  animal  is  not 
suffering  from  a contagious  disease,  as  scheduled  under  the  Contagious 
Diseases  (Animals)  Act,  except  in  cases  of  accident  or  consequent 
upon  calving. 

Where  slaughtering  takes  place  outside  the  slaughterhouses 
(farms,  etc.),  the  requirements  of  the  Meat  Regulations  (Scotland), 
1932,  are  complied  with. 
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The  whole  system  of  meat  inspection  is  linked  up  with  the  Regional 
Bacteriological  Laboratory,  and,  when  necessary,  histological  and 
bacteriological  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Bacteriologist. 

The  abattoirs  have  been  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Food 
since  15th  January,  1940.  The  Administrative  Staff,  although  still 
acting  for  the  Local  Authority,  act  also  for  the  Ministry  of  Food. 
Two  companies  also  operate  for  the  Ministry,  namely,  The  South  of 
Scotland  Abattoirs,  Ltd.,  as  slaughtering  contractors,  and  The  South 
of  Scotland  Wholesale  Meat  Supply  Association  for  the  distribution 
of  meat. 

Bacon  Factory  at  Brancumhall,  East  Kilbride. — In  the 
autumn  of  the  year  under  review  a Bacon  Factory  was  established  at 
Brancumhall,  East  Kilbride.  This  is  considered  to  be  the  most  modem 
bacon  factory  in  Scotland,  and  when  working  to  full  capacity  is 
expected  to  deal  with  500  pigs  daily.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  weekly 
turnover  approximated  400.  The  County  Council  authorised  the 
appointment  of  an  additional  Meat  Inspection  Officer  to  undertake 
the  duty  of  meat  inspection,  and  the  arrangements  made  have  proved 
satisfactory. 

Buildings. — Throughout  the  County  there  were  still  five  Public 
Slaughterhouses  in  constant  use  and  these  are  sufficient  to  meet  the 
requirements  under  the  Food  Control.  Of  the  remaining  four  Abattoirs, 
Blantyre,  Forth,  Lesmahagow  and  Douglas  are  let  with  the  usual 
safeguard  that  if  they  are  required  for  use  again  the  let  would  be 
terminated.  Repairs  and  painter  work,  etc.,  have  received  the  attention 
of  the  appropriate  committee,  and  all  requirements  were  attended  to 
by  the  Works  Department.  The  properties  and  equipment  are  conse- 
quently kept  in  good  order,  but  at  a very  considerable  cost. 

Cysticercus  Bovis. 

This  condition  was  observed  during  the  early  part  of  August. 
27  cases  were  found  and  dealt  with  according  to  the  Meat  Regula- 
tions. About  '35  per  cent,  of  cattle  slaughtered  were  affected. 

Private  Slaughterhouses. 

Two  licences  were  granted  for  the  slaughter  of  sheep  only,  one  for 
a private  institution,  and  one  under  the  Ministry  of  Food’s  export 
scheme. 
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Bye-laws  for  public  and  private  abattoirs  throughout  the  County 
would  be  helpful  if  issued,  but  no  bye-laws  suitable  to  present  circum- 
stances have  yet  been  adopted,  although  they  were  prepared  and 
under  consideration  many  years  ago.

One  permit  for  meat  stores  was  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Licences  had  to  be  obtained  from  the  Bacon  Development  Board 
to  slaughter  pigs  at  Carluke  and  Strathaven  Slaughterhouses  under 
the  Bacon  Industries  Act,  1938-1939,  for  the  manufacture  of  bacon. 
Under  the  Bacon  Development  Board  it  is  necessary  that  the  Board 
should  have  control  of  the  bacon  from  the  source  up  to  the  manufacture 
of  bacon,  and  Carluke  and  Strathaven  are  the  only  districts  in  which 
there  is  sufficient  demand  for  a small  factory. 

Cold  Stores. — There  are  197  cold  stores,  the  cooling  arrangements 
of  which  are — ice,  14  ; mechanical,  183.  In  other  parts  of  the  County 
the  registration  has  not  yet  been  arranged,  but  the  necessary  attention 
has  been  given  to  all  under  Section  43  of  the  Public  Health  (Scotland) 
Act,  1897,  and  the  new  Meat  Regulations,  with  satisfactory  results. 

During  the  year  a large  number  of  inspections  was  made  of  cold 
stores,  and,  generally  speaking,  their  contents  were  found  sound  and 
the  apartments  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Unsound  Meat. — At  abattoirs  and  private  slaughterhouses  all 
condemnations  have  been  carried  out  with  owner’s  consent.  The  total 
weight  of  meat  condemned  outside  the  abattoirs  (including  private 
slaughterhouse,  fleshers’  shops  and  farms  where  special  permits  for 
slaughtering  were  authorised)  amounted  to  1,819  lbs.  of  Bone  Taint, 
and  1 tin  of  Corned  Meat,  weight  being  6 lbs.  The  total  weight 
of  meat  condemned  at  our  abattoirs  was  55,840  lbs.,  and  weight  of 
organs  condemned  was  176,755  lbs.  All  condemned  meat  is  the 
property  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 
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Periodic  visits  were  made  to  the  Special  Schools,  advice  given  re- 
garding the  butcher  meat  supplies,  and  reports  made  on  inspections. 
Generally  speaking,  supplies  were  found  satisfactory,  so  far  as  the  sound- 
ness of  the  meat  was  concerned.  Supplies  are  similar  to  the  ordinary 
meat  ration  allowances  under  Food  Control. 

Humane  Slaughtering  of  Animals. 

The  various  methods  of  humane  slaughtering  have  received  careful 
consideration  from  time  to  time,  not  only  by  the  officials,  but  also  by 
the  County  Council.  The  mechanical  instruments  have  been  adopted 
in  all  the  slaughterhouses  in  the  County  since  the  beginning  of  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals’  Act. 

The  electric  stunner  is  now  in  use  at  Carluke,  Bellshill,  Larkhall, 
Shotts  and  Strathaven  Slaughterhouses  for  the  slaughter  of  pigs  and 
sheep,  and  has  proved  to  be  superior  in  efficiency  to  any  other  method 
yet  experienced.  It  gives  more  satisfaction  to  the  ham  curer,  the  pork 
being  perfectly  bled  and  free  from  shot  marks  (capillary  extravasation); 
as  found  in  cases  where  the  mechanical  bolt  pistol  is  used.

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Introductory 

The  year  1953,  can,  I think,  be  described  as  one  of  progress  in  the 
field  of  environmental  sanitation.  Whilst  there  has  been  little  legislative 
improvement  new  Acts  and  Regulations  have  been  under  consideration 
by  the  responsible  bodies  g.nd  it  may  be  assumed  that  1954  will  see 
the  results  of  the  many  consultations  and  discussions  of  1953. 

For  many  years  Housing  has  been  the  most  important  of  all 
legislative  functions  of  Local  Authorities  in  Scotland  and  1953  has 
shown  considerable  progress  within  the  County  of  Lanark  both  in  the 
construction  of  new  houses  and  in  the  demolition  of  many  old  and 
insanitary  properties.  It  is  encouraging  to  report  that  579  insanitary 
dwelling-houses  were  closed  during  the  year.  Nevertheless,  it  is, 
I think,  worthwhile  repeating  that  the  planned  removal  of  insanitary 
property  cannot  be  divorced  from  redevelopment  and  this  is  exemplified 
by  the  many  partially  closed  and  demolished  properties  in  the  various 
parts  of  the  County.  Some  improvement  in  this  direction  is  urgently 
called  for  and  I would  again  emphasise  the  necessity  for  the  con- 
struction of  alternative  accommodation  for  elderly  couples  and  single 
persons  within  the  housing  schemes  being  constructed  now,  and  so 
sweeping  away  the  remaining  insanitary  houses  still  occupied  by  such 
family  units. 

Many  complaints  made  by  occupiers  of  sub-standard  dwellings 
are  indicative  of  the  attitude  of  mind  of  families  living  cheek  by 
jowl  with  modern  housing  scheme  dwellings.  Such  agitation  is  raised 
for  the  purpose  of  endeavouring  to  force  the  County  Council  to  rehouse 
these  families  who  have  no  other  reason  to  be  placed  on  a priority 
list.  At  the  same  time  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  made  the  target  of 
all  manner  of  accusations  as  to  his  lack  of  zeal  in  having  conditions 
improved.  It  is  apparently  not  realised  by  these  complainers  that  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  is  probably  the  strongest  advocate  among  all 
officials  to  have  these  sub-standard  houses  closed  or  modernised. 

Housing  and  the  many  other  statutory  functions  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  are  dealt  with  in  detail  in  this  report  and  the  figures  in 
the  various  statements  show  the  amount  of  work  carried  out  throughout 
the  year  by  the  Sanitary  staff. 
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In  my  report  of  1951,  I made  mention  of,  to  my  mind,  the  unneces- 
sary nibbling  for  ground  within  the  County  by  the  various  Burghs 
to  extend  their  boundaries.  During  1953,  the  Burgh  of  Rutherglen 
promoted  a Provisional  Order  with  this  end  in  view.  A Select  Com- 
mittee was  set  up  and  a Public  Enquiry  into  the  Burgh  averments 
was  held  in  St.  Andrew’s  Hall,  Glasgow,  from  1st  to  10th  December. 
After  hearing  the  various  witnesses  for  and  against  the  proposals  the 
Committee’s  decision  was  as  follows  : — 

In  regard  to  Area  No.  1 (i.e.  Bankhead)  the  Commissioners  found 
the  Preamble  not  proved  without  the  County  Council  leading  evidence 
and  (2)  that  so  far  as  regards  Area  No.  2 the  Commissioners  found 
“ on  the  understanding  that  the  Rutherglen  Burgh  made  Springhall 
available  to  the  County  for  building  purposes  the  Preamble  proved 
so  far  as  Thom  Drive,  Easter  Bowhouse  and  Fernhill  were  concerned. 
If  the  Burgh  were  not  agreeable  to  this  proposal,  the  Commissioners 
found  the  Preamble  not  proved.” 

Some  further  progress  has  been  made  in  improvements  to  Dairy 
Farms  throughout  the  County  and  a decision  has  been  made  by  the 
County  Council  that  all  farms  where  milk  is  being  produced  for  human 
consumption  must  be  brought  up  within  a period  of  six  months  to  the 
standard  required  by  the  Dairy  By-laws. 

The  policy  of  extending  the  Public  Cleansing  services  to  all  villages 
and  hamlets  throughout  the  County  is  being  continued,  and  almost 
97  per  cent  of  all  houses  in  the  County  are  now  receiving  a direct 
labour  service  of  collection  of  household  refuse. 

A scheme  was  introduced  during  the  year  to  deal  with  the  disin- 
fection of  houses  vacated  by  families  where  there  was  a member 
suffering  from  tuberculosis.  This  scheme  provides  for  the  spraying  of 
the  inner  surfaces  of  the  houses  with  a formalin  solution  and  thereafter 
with  a solution  of  ammonia  as  a neutralising  agent.  The  process 
ensures  that  the  houses  are  entirely  safe  for  re-occupation.  The 
necessary  work  is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Pest  Destruction 
section  of  the  Department  and  has  operated  throughout  since  com- 
mencement of  the  scheme  on  1st  October,  with  entire  satisfaction. 

The  many  statutory  obligations  of  this  Department  are  dealt 
with  in  the  body  of  this  report  with  Housing,  as  usual,  taking  priority 
of  place  as  the  problem  of  paramount  importance. 
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Housing

The  general  character  of  the  defects  usually  found  to  exist  in 
these  houses  was  principally  dampness  due  to  various  defects  in 
construction,  and  the  want  of  sufficient  and  proper  domestic  and 
sanitary  conveniences. 

Slum  Clearance. — There  is  often  a great  deal  of  perplexity  in 
the  minds  of  the  general  public  in  regard  to  the  apparent  lack  of 
speed  in  removing  old  and  dilapidated  properties  from  our  midst.  • 
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The  problem  of  slum  clearance  is  a most  difficult  one  and  the 
Local  Authorities  are  faced  with  many  difficulties,  both  legal  and 
practical,  in  tackling  the  complexities  with  which  this  question  is 
involved.  In  the  County  of  Lanark  every  endeavour  has  been  made  to 
deal  with  the  problem  in  a manner,  which,  of  course,  cannot  be  by 
large  scale  demolition  or  spectacular  reconstruction.  Many  other 
problems  require  solution  at  the  same  time  and  all  are  governed  by 
the  total  number  of  new  houses  which  can  be  constructed  throughout 
any  given  period.  The  allocation  of  a share  of  these  houses  to  occupiers 
of  dwellings  which  are  considered  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation 
can  only  be  dealt  with  on  a percentage  basis  as  homeless  and  over- 
crowded families  must  also  be  rehoused. 

The  administrative  measures  required  under  the  Housing  Act 
dealing  with  the  closures  of  unfit  houses  are  lengthy  and  for  a number 
of  years  it  has  been  the  practice  in  this  County  to  deal  with  such 
properties,  with  certain  exceptions,  on  the  basis  of  a voluntary 
agreement  with  the  owners  to  close  the  dwellings  as  each  occupier  is 
rehoused,  it  being  impracticable  in  all  such  cases  to  rehouse  all  occupiers 
at  one  and  the  same  time.  There  are  many  drawbacks  to  this  scheme, 
as  numbers  of  houses  may  remain  occupied  for  a long  period,  whilst 
adjoining  dwellings  have  been  closed  and  boarded  up  or  partly 
demolished.  In  some  instances,  this  procedure  is  followed  by  the 
proprietor  abandoning  the  remaining  dwellings. 

Many  requests  were  received  by  the  County  Council  throughout 
the  year  from  owners  to  take  over  properties,  some  in  a fairly  good 
state  of  habitability,  since  the  burden  of  expenditure  had  become 
too  great  to  maintain  the  dwellings  in  proper  repair.  The  policy  of 
the  County  Council  not  to  become  the  proprietors  of  such  properties 
has  been  continued,  and  the  various  requests  made  have  therefore 
been  refused. 

Innumerable  complaints  are  made  by  occupiers  of  sub-standard 
dwellings  themselves,  or  through  the  various  Tenants’  Associations 
and  whilst  great  sympathy  can  be  extended  to  the  families  residing  in 
insanitary  surroundings,  it  is  impossible  to  deal  with  the  problem,  as 
I have  already  said,  spectacularly. 

Consideration  was  given  by  the  County  Council  during  the  year 
to  the  acceleration  of  rehousing  the  occupiers  of  insanitary  properties 
after  a report  as  to  the  present  unsatisfactory  position  relative  to 
properties  only  partially  vacated.  The  County  Council  agreed,  after 
full  discussion,  that  the  present  policy  of  voluntary  agreements  to 
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close  should  be  continued  and  the  occupiers  rehoused  in  relation  to  the 
housing  construction  progress  in  the  particular  area.  In  these  areas 
where  progress  with  the  erection  of  houses  so  warranted,  it  was  agreed 
that  demolition  or  closing  orders  should  be  considered. 

Clearance  of  insanitary  properties  can  be  dealt  with  in  Town 
areas  with  some  degree  of  concentration  but  in  a large  County  like 
Lanarkshire,  with  many  urban  and  rural  communities,  the  difficulties 
are  intensified.  In  certain  of  the  urban  areas  of  Lanarkshire,  e.g. 
Cambuslang,  it  is,  in  my  view,  virtually  impossible  to  deal  satisfactorily 
with  the  slum  clearance  problem  in  a “ piecemeal  ” fashion  and 
consideration  must  be  given  to  the  whole  problem  of  redevelopment 
in  this  and  similar  districts. 

In  addition,  it  must  also  be  remembered  that  all  “ sub-standard  ” 
houses,  of  which  there  are  a very  considerable  number,  are  not  neces- 
sarily unfit  for  human  habitation.  These  houses  lack  modem  amenities 
but,  according  to  official  standards,  are  still  reasonably  fit  for  habitation. 
In  the  more  rural  areas  the  village  problem  can  be  dealt  with  by  the 
present  method  of  “ piecemeal  ” closure  so  long  as  new  house  con- 
struction proceeds  at  a reasonable  pace. 

During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  Representation 
under  Section  9 (1)  of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1950,  in  respect  of 
twelve  houses  which  it  was  considered  were  unfit  for  human  habitation 
at  2/10  Howieshill  Road,  Cambuslang,  and  ultimately  a Demolition 
Order  was  made,  to  be  enforced  as  and  when  alternative  accommo- 
dation became  available. 

This  case  exemplified  the  difficulties  of  rehousing  the  occupiers 
of  such  properties  as,  with  one  exception,  the  tenants  of  these  houses 
had  all  more  or  less  recently  taken  over  occupation  and  did  not  qualify 
for  rehousing  under  any  other  head,  whilst  many  overcrowded  sub- 
tenant families  in  temporary  and  sub-standard  accommodation  have 
been  waiting  for  many  years  to  be  rehoused.  Ultimately  it  was  agreed 
by  the  County  Council  that  from  certain  temporary  houses  where 
there  was  serious  overcrowding  the  families  would  be  removed  to 
County  Council  houses  and  the  tenants  of  the  property  at  2/10  Howies- 
hill Road  transferred  to  the  vacated  temporary  dwellings  until  these 
families  qualified  by  time  or  otherwise  for  a new  house. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  it  was  estimated  that  there  were  4,037 
houses  in  the  County  considered  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation, 
2,181  of  which  were  in  such  condition  as  to  warrant  priority  attention. 
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Voluntary  Closures. — The  policy  of  obtaining  voluntary 
undertakings  from  owners  to  close  dwellings  considered  to  be  unfit 
when  the  occupiers  were  rehoused  continues  to  meet  with  a fair 
measure  of  success  as  will  be  noted  from  the  following  tables  : —

Throughout  the  year  considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  with 
the  property  known  as  Cadzow  Rows,  Eddlewood,  which  comprises 
97  two-apartment  houses  and  9 three-apartment  houses,  70  of  which 
are  let,  32  owner/occupied  and  4 unoccupied.  Dangerous  and  nuisance 
conditions  obtaining  at  the  property  owing  to  the  considerable 
deterioration  which  has  taken  place  was  directed  to  the  attention  of 
the  County  Council  and  after  considerable  correspondence  with  the 
factor  of  the  property,  the  ownership  of  which  had  been  recently 
changed  and  a company  with  no  assets  formed  the  factor,  although 
reluctant  to  agree  to  a voluntary  undertaking  to  close,  did  enter 
into  an  agreement  whereby  he  would  take  no  objection  to  the  closure 
of  the  houses  on  the  understanding  that  when  the  tenants  were  rehoused 
the  County  Council  would  accept  responsibility  for  the  boarding  up 
and  demolition  of  the  dwellings.  This  arrangement  was  ultimately 
agreed  to  and  will  proceed  until  all  the  occupiers  are  rehoused  and 
the  property  completely  demolished. 
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The  National  Coal  Board  throughout  the  year  made  enquiries  if 
the  County  Council  were  interested  in  acquiring  property  owned  by 
the  Board,  known  as  Orbiston  Rows  and  East  Parkhead  Rows, 
Bellshill.  Orbiston  Rows  comprises  75  dwellings  of  a single  storey 
type,  built  in  the  form  of  a hollow  square  and  although  not  in  first-class 
condition  are  not  at  the  stage  of  being  represented  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation.  The  adjoining  property  known  as  East  Parkhead  Rows 
consists  of  112  two-apartment  houses.  These  houses  are  in  similar 
condition.  Whilst  both  sites  are  included  in  a comprehensive  layout 
of  the  area,  the  ground  in  which  Orbiston  Rows  stands  is  reserved  for 
a Community  Centre,  although  the  Parkhead  Rows  site  is  to  be  used 
for  housing  purposes  to  be  developed  within  the  next  six  years.  After 
considerable  correspondence  and  discussion  with  the  National  Coal 
Board,  intimation  was  given  to  the  Board  that  the  County  Council 
were  not  interested  in  the  acquisition  of  the  property  but  the  Board 
were  asked  in  view  of  the  future  use  of  the  sites  and  the  limited  life 
of  the  property  not  to  relet  the  houses  which  are  vacated. 

Two  houses  situated  above  a shop  at  354/356  Greengairs  Road, 
Greengairs,  were  vacated  at  the  latter  part  of  the  year  and  the  owner 
had  them  closed  and  boarded  up.  They  were  subsequently  re-occupied 
by  squatters  and  on  refusing  to  leave  after  being  warned,  the  squatters 
were  prosecuted  and  fined  7s.  6d.  Thereafter  the  houses  were  again 
vacated  and  closed. 

Abandoned  Properties. — The  abandoned  properties  in  the 
County  continue  to  rise  in  number  largely  owing  to  the  former  owners’ 
inability  to  keep  the  dwellings  in  proper  repair.  Most  of  the  properties 
can  be  classed  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  action  is  being  taken 
to  rehouse  the  occupiers  of  such  properties  in  a similar  fashion  to  the 
occupiers  of  properties  the  subject  of  voluntary  undertakings  to  close. 

Whilst  such  properties,  however,  are  occupied,  it  falls  on  the 
Local  Authority  to  keep  the  premises  free  from  .serious  nuisance  and 
dangerous  conditions  and  during  1953,  £415  15s.  8d.  was  expended 
for  this  purpose.  There  are  in  all  168  abandoned  dwellings  in  the  County 
112  of  which  are  unfit  whilst  the  remaining  56  may  be  classed  as  in  a 
reasonable  state  of  repair  although  of  sub-standard  type.  In  one 
instance  the  roof  of  a four  storey  abandoned  property  was  completely 
reslated  at  a cost  of  £287.  After  negotiations  with  the  occupiers  who, 
of  course,  are  not  paying  any  rent,  an  agreement  was  arrived  at 
whereby  repayment  of  this  amount  would  be  made  to  the  County 
Council. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  such  dwellings  together 
with  the  number  of  families  rehoused  and  the  amount  expended  by 
the  Local  Authority  in  removing  nuisance  conditions.

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As  an  indication  of  the  earnestness  of  the  County  Council  in 
rehousing  families  from  insanitary  properties,  it  should  be  noted  that 
the  percentage  of  families  rehoused  from  unfit  properties  the  subject 
of  voluntary  undertakings  to  close,  and  abandoned  properties  was 
27  per  cent  of  the  total  houses  allocated. 

The  County  Council,  I think,  can  be  congratulated  in  this  effort, 
although  very  much  still  requires  to  be  done  to  remove  the  blight  of 
insanitary  properties  from  the  County.  Unless  and  until  more  houses 
are  constructed  annually,  it  can  scarcely  be  expected  that  the  27 
per  cent  above  mentioned  can  be  increased. 

The  considerable  administrative  difficulties  with  which  I am 
confronted  in  regard  to  abandoned  properties  should,  I think,  be  the 
subject  of  examination  by  the  legal  adviser  to  the  County  Council  and 
by  the  Central  Department.  The  position  is  becoming  quite  intolerable 
as  it  would  appear  that  whilst  legally  a person  may  not  abandon 
property  intimation  of  such  is  actually  accepted  on  the  grounds  of 
inability  to  pay  rates.  Difficulties  become  more  grave  where  Trusts 
are  involved,  and  despite  the  fact  that  a beneficiary  of  a trust  may 
still  be  alive  no  matter  the  financial  position  of  that  beneficiary  any 
statutory  notice  must  be  served  on  this  owner  although  there  may 
be  no  possibility  of  the  notice  being  complied  with. 

The  occupiers  on  the  other  hand  are  being  asked  to  pay  both 
owners’  and  occupiers’  rates  in  such  cases  and  as  this  amount  may 
equal  the  former  rents  the  occupiers  are  not  prepared  to  accept  responsi- 
bility for  carrying  out  even  urgent  repairs. 

It  appears  to  me  that  where  property  is  taken  to  be  abandoned 
the  Assessable  Rental  should  be  reduced  to  a level  which  would  permit 
occupiers  assuming  responsibility  for  payment  to  the  Local  Authority 
for  the  work  of  repairs  to  rectify  nuisance  or  dangerous  conditions 
which  have  been  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority.  There  would,  I 
think,  be  no  hardship  on  the  occupiers  in  this  solution. 

Rehousing. — During  the  year  a total  of  2,136  new  houses  of 
permanent  construction,  19  two-apartments,  1,153  three-apartments, 
954  four-apartments,  and  10  five-apartments — were  allocated  to 
families  living  in  overcrowded  or  insanitary  conditions,  the  total 
number  of  persons  displaced  being  9,123.  The  families  were  rehoused 
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from  1,596  existing  houses,  viz.,  275  one-apartment,  990  two-apart- 
ments, 262  three-apartments,  35  four-apartments,  and  34  five-apart- 
ments, in  addition  to  540  families  each  living  in  a room  as  sub-tenant. 

Tuberculosis  Families. — Included  in  the  foregoing  figures  are 
142  families  in  which  at  least  one  person  was  reported  to  be  suffering 
from  tuberculosis.  Since  1936  no  fewer  than  1,064  such  families  have 
been  rehoused  under  the  Local  Authority’s  Decrowding  Scheme. 

Overcrowding. — From  the  date  of  the  Overcrowding  Survey 
in  1935  to  the  end  of  1953,  17,889  cases  of  overcrowding  involving 
96,755  persons,  have  been  relieved  as  a result  of  action  taken  by  the 
Local  Authority.  The  number  of  houses  in  which  overcrowding  has 
been  relieved  during  the  same  period  is  (a)  privately-owned  houses, 
12,388  ; and  ( b ) Local  Authority  houses,  5,099.  Overcrowded  families 
to  the  number  of  74  included  in  (a)  and  ( b ) have  been  rehoused  in 
privately-owned  houses.  Altogether  there  were  on  our  register  at 
the  end  of  the  year  6,534  overcrowded  dwelling-houses,  containing 
10,020  families,  with  a total  of  33,231  persons. 

These  figures,  I think,  are  impressive  and  prove  the  very  serious 
effort  which  is  being  made  to  improve  the  living  conditions  of  the 
overcrowded  population  of  the  County.  In  other  words  over  a period 
of  18  years  96,755  persons  have  been  rehoused  in  healthy  surroundings, 
a number  equal  to  31-5  per  cent,  or  approximately  one-third  of  the 
whole  population  of  the  County.

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There  were  at  the  close  of  the  year  1 ,906  houses  in  various  stages 
of  construction  throughout  the  County. 

Continuing  progress  has  been  made  in  the  completion  of  additional 
houses,  692  more  having  been  completed  during  1953  than  in  1952. 

HOUSES  FOR  AGED  PERSONS 


East  Kilbride  New  Town. — Considerable  progress  is  being  made 
in  the  erection  of  dwelling-houses  within  East  Kilbride  New  Town 
and  in  the  establishment  of  new  industries  there.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  1,505  houses  had  been  constructed  and  occupied  and  an  additional 
1,407  were  in  course  of  construction,  whilst  167  were  scheduled. 

Almost  all  the  insanitary  dwellings  in  East  Kilbride  have  been 
vacated  and  the  tenants  provided  with  alternative  accommodation. 
When  this  work  has  been  completed  East  Kilbride  will  have  become 
one  of  the  few  slum-free  towns  in  Scotland. 

Most  of  the  families  who  lived  in  the  old  houses  about  to  be 
demolished  have  been  rehoused  by  the  Corporation.  In  addition,  the 
Corporation  have  been  rehousing  families  living  in  overcrowded  and 
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sub-standard  dwellings  as  well  as  providing  for  families  coming  to 
work  in  the  new  town. 

During  the  year  a model  of  the  New  Town  Centre  for  East  Kilbride 
was  submitted  to  and  examined  by  the  appropriate  committee  of 
the  County  Council  in  regard  to  the  responsibility  for  certain  features 
such  as  maintenance,  cleansing,  etc.,  of  overhead  bridges,  stairways, 
footpaths,  etc.  The  matter  was  still  under  consideration  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Temporary  Licences.— Although  licences  for  the  temporary 
occupation  of  unfit  dwellings  are  not  now  issued,  a number  of  such 
dwellings  are  still  occupied  under  the  former  arrangement.  There  are, 
however,  13  less  than  last  year.  As  such  houses  are  vacated  they  are 
immediately  closed  or  demolished. 

Some  concern  was  evinced  throughout  the  year  by  the  County 
Council  in  respect  of  the  17  vacant  houses  in  the  large  housing  scheme 
built  by  the  Western  Heritable  Investment  Co.  in  the  Bankhead 
area.  These  houses  were  formerly  rented  and  an  endeavour  has  been 
made  by  their  owners  to  sell  the  vacated  dwellings.  Protest  has  been 
made  by  the  County  Council  in  regard  to  such  sale. 

Temporary  Houses. — A petition  was  received  from  the  occupiers 
of  the  30  Maycrete  transitional  houses  at  Cambuslang,  erected  during 
the  war  years  by  the  Ministry  of  Works,  regarding  the  conditions  of  the 
houses  and  requesting  that  the  tenants  be  rehoused.  Consideration  was 
thereafter  given  to  the  question  of  redevelopment  of  the  site  on  which 
these  Maycrete  houses  had  been  erected.  The  other  sites  at  Blantyre 
and  Mossend  are  not  earmarked  for  future  development. 

Owing  to  the  protracted  negotiations  with  the  Ministry  of  Works 
for  the  redemption  of  the  burdens  affecting  the  sites,  the  matter  was 
still  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Burnwood  Camp,  Carluke. — During  the  year  a joint  inspection 
of  the  houses  at  this  camp  was  made  by  a representation  of  the  County 
Council  and  officials  of  the  Department  of  Plealth  following  on  com- 
plaints submitted  to  the  Under-Secretary  of  State  by  Mr.  Patrick 
Maitland,  M.P.  After  consideration  of  the  reports  received  from  the 
Department’s  officials,  it  was  agreed  that  the  eight  houses  with  concrete 
floors  could  not  be  regarded  as  providing  a reasonable  standard  of 
accommodation  and  that  the  County  Council  arrange  to  demolish 
these  houses  either  by  decanting  or  otherwise,  when  vacated  by  the 
present  occupiers. 


Temporary  Aluminium  Houses. — Consideration  was  given  during 
the  year  to  remedial  measures  being  taken  for  obviating  condensation 
in  temporary  aluminium  houses  in  which  insulation  in  the  roof  space 
was  in  good  condition.  On  authority  being  requested  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  for  this  expenditure,  the  Department  reiterated  that 
it  was  not  and  never  had  been  the  intention  of  the  Department  to 
provide  the  improved  heating  system  in  all  temporary  houses  as  a 
matter  of  course  simply  to  improve  the  heating,  and  permission  was 
given  only  for  improving  the  heating  system  in  the  lfX)  houses  of 
which  complaint  was  made. 


Army  Camps.— The  occupation  by  homeless  families  of  former 
army  camps  in  the  County  still  continues  and  the  following  table 
shows  the  site  of  the  camps  and  the  present  number  of  occupiers  : —

Considerable  supervision  of  these  camps  is  required  to  prevent 
the  continuance  of  nuisance  conditions  which  arise  frequently,  often 
caused  by  malicious  mischief  and  largely  through  the  uncontrolled 
movement  of  squatters  to  and  from  these  camps.  This  type  of  occupier 
renders  the  maintenance  of  orderly  and  hygienic  conditions  very 
difficult.  At  one  camp  the  appointment  of  a warden  has  assisted 
materially  in  keeping  the  conditions  at  a higher  standard  than  at  the 
other  uncontrolled  camps.  The  total  number  of  families  occupying 
these  camps  has  not  been  substantially  reduced  throughout  the  year. 

Transfer  of  Miners. — Throughout  the  year  89  enquiries  were 
received  regarding  the  housing  conditions  of  certain  families  who 
were  to  be  transferred  to  areas  outwith  Lanarkshire.  67  of  these 
enquiries  were  for  miners,  30  of  whom  were  going  to  Cumnock  in 
Ayrshire.  The  remainder  were  mostly  going  to  Fifeshire.  17  of  the 
enquiries  were  received  from  the  City  of  Glasgow  regarding  certain 
tenants  who  were  being  rehoused  within  the  City. 
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In  all  cases  it  was  reported  that  the  houses  and  the  cleanliness 
of  the  families  were  satisfactory.

Rent  and  Mortgage  Interest  Restrictions  Acts,  1920-1939. — 
The  number  of  applications  by  tenants  for  a certificate  of  the  Local 
Authority  as  to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  repair  of  their  dwellings 
was  119.  In  every  instance  a careful  inspection  of  the  premises  was 
made  and  a report  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee. 
Including  applications  still  to  be  dealt  with  from  the  preceding  year, 
certificates  were  granted  in  95  cases,  18  were  refused  and  39  continued. 

Intimation  was  sent  to  the  owner  of  each  dwelling,  giving  details 
of  the  defects  found  and  in  many  cases  repairs  were  immediately 
carried  out. 

I would  again  repeat  my  statement  of  previous  years  that  the 
object  of  these  Acts  is  apparently  being  misconstrued  by  the  general 
public  and  many  applications  received  for  certificates  are  from  persons 
who  appear  to  assume  that  the  granting  of  certificates  pre-supposes 
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the  dwelling-houses  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  so  ensures 
priority  in  respect  of  rehousing.  Such  an  assumption,  of  course,  is 
quite  wrong  but  it  is  not  at  all  easy  to  convince  the  applicants  of 
this,  and  indeed  it  was  agreed  by  the  County  Council  during  the  year 
that  applicants  for  rent  certificates  should  be  advised  in  regard  to 
the  question  of  rehousing,  and  an  appropriate  letter  is  now  being 
sent  to  each  person  making  such  application. 

Applications  by  Landlords. — Applications  were  received  from 
owners  of  3 houses  in  respect  of  which  certificates  had  previously 
been  granted  to  the  tenants,  requesting  a report  of  the  Local  Authority 
to  the  effect  that  the  houses  were  now  in  a reasonable  state  of  repair. 
The  reports  were  granted  in  the  three  cases. 

Rural  Housing. — During  the  year  79  farm  servants’  houses 
and  bothies  in  rural  areas  and  24  in  non-rural  areas  were  inspected. 
Fifty-three  of  the  houses  in  rural  areas  and  11  in  non-rural  areas 
were  found  to  be  in  some  respects  unfit  for  human  habitation  ; 24  and 
10  respectively  were  without  a proper  supply  of  wholesome  water 
introduced  into  the  house  ; and  46  and  11  respectively  were  without 
a separate  water-closet. 

The  number  of  new  houses  built  for  rural  workers  by  the  Local 
Authority  and  occupied  since  1938  to  the  end  of  the  year  under  review 
was  212  and  a further  56  houses  are  under  construction. 

Accommodation  for  Seasonal  Workers. — The  total  intimations 
received  from  employers  as  to  the  number  of  workers  proposed  to 
be  employed  was  5,  and  there  were  also  3 applications  by  farmers 
for  the  approval  of  the  Local  Authority  with  regard  to  accommodation. 

Visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  premises  where  such  workers 
were  accommodated,  the  workers  being  mainly  engaged  with  potato 
crops  and  although  conditions  generally  were  found  to  be  satisfactory, 
in  several  instances  inspections  showed  contraventions  of  the  By-laws. 
These  were  immediately  notified  to  the  responsible  employers  and 
without  exception  the  defects  complained  of  were  given  attention. 

Small  Private  Enterprise  Timber  Camps. — Routine  inspections 
were  made  throughout  the  year  of  the  four  small  private  enterprise 
timber  camps  in  the  County.  These  were  found  to  have  been 
maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition. 
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Insanitary  Dwellings 

As  a result  of  informal  action  37  houses  were  provided  with  water- 
closets  by  the  owners  of  properties  where  privies  and  privy  middens 
were  previously  in  existence. 

Action  was  taken  in  3 instances  throughout  the  year  in  regard  to 
lack  of  water-closet  accommodation  at  certain  properties  in  the 
Glenboig  and  Caldercruix  districts.  Two  of  the  cases  were  dealt 
with  by  Court  proceedings  which  have  not  yet  been  concluded  as  the 
owners  are  pleading  that  the  work  cannot  be  carried  out  owing  to  the 
lack  of  financial  resources.  In  the  third  instance  informal  negotiations 
are  still  proceeding  but  it  would  appear  that  Court  action  will  also 
be  necessary  here. 

Continuing  progress  has  been  made  in  the  removal  of  insanitary 
properties  throughout  the  County  with  the  result  that  the  number 
of  privy  and  privy  midden  conveniences  have  been  gradually  reduced 
as  it  is  largely  in  the  older  type  of  houses  such  sanitary  conveniences 
have  been  allowed  to  be  continued  in  use. 

Ruinous  and  Dangerous  Buildings 

Owing  to  the  many  properties  which  are  becoming  derelict  through- 
out the  County  it  was  necessary  to  serve  25  Notices  under  Section  191 
of  the  Burgh  Police  (Scotland)  Act,  1892,  on  owners  calling  on  them 
to  take  down  or  secure  such  buildings.  Whilst  in  some  instances 
immediate  steps  were  taken  to  deal  with  the  conditions,  considerable 
pressure  had  to  be  brought  to  bear  on  other  owners  to  have  the 
necessary  safety  measures  taken,  and  indeed  in  a number  of  instances 
where  the  properties  had  been  abandoned  by  the  owners  the  removal 
or  repair  of  the  dangerous  conditions  had  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
Local  Authority. 

The  dangerous  conditions  were  generally  defective  chimney 
heads  and  dilapidated  outbuildings,  etc.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year 
there  was  one  instance  where  a gable  of  a four  storey  property  became 
unsound  and  warnings  had  to  be  issued  to  the  occupiers  to  remove 
from  their  homes. 

A rather  unusual  complaint  was  received  through  the  year  in 
regard  to  the  dangerous  condition  of  an  old  railway  viaduct  in  the 
village  of  Cleland.  Formerly  used  to  carry  a mineral  railway  track 
over  the  Tillan  Burn  it  now  remains  a useless,  ruinous,  and  dangerous 
monument  to  past  industry.  As  a result  of  action  by  the  County 
Council  and  negotiations  with  the  railway  authorities,  there  is  a 
possibility  of  safety  measures  being  taken. 

6 
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Drainage 

During  the  year  complaints  from  various  rural  communities  were 
received  in  respect  of  the  pollution  of  ditches  to  which  the  drainage 
from  various  villages  and  isolated  houses  is  discharged.  The  matter  . 
was  the  subject  of  a comprehensive  report  to  the  County  Council 
during  1952  and  it  was  suggested  that  a priority  list  of  drainage  schemes 
still  required  for  the  County  should  be  submitted  for  consideration. 
This  latter  suggestion  was  brought  to  a head  after  a report  was  made 
in  relation  to  a suggestion  that  a drainage  scheme  should  be  provided 
for  Braidwood  Village.  It  was  alleged  that  serious  nuisance  conditions 
were  affecting  the  Braidwood  Bum,  but  after  considerable  investigation 
this  was  not  proved  and  despite  negotiations  with  the  Department 
of  Health  a proposal  to  provide  a grant  for  such  a drainage  scheme 
was  not  sanctioned  by  the  Department  who  indicated  that  any  scheme 
for  grant  would  require  to  be  based  on  the  need  in  relation  to — 

(a)  new  housing  ; 

( b ) because  existing  conditions  were  a danger  to  public  health. 

It  is  on  the  latter  lines  that  a scheme  of  priority  was  drawn  up 

throughout  the  year  and  this  list,  which  is  an  extensive  one,  now 
awaits  examination  by  the  County  Drainage  Engineer  before  final 
submission  to  the  County  Council. 

Complaint  of  surcharging  of  the  public  sewer  in  Blairbeth  Road, 
Burnside,  which  was  seriously  affecting  private  property  there,  was 
again  taken  up  with  the  Department  of  Health  and  ultimately  Glasgow 
Corporation,  who  are  responsible  for  the  main  outfall  sewer  in  this 
area,  were  given  authority  to  proceed  with  certain  reconstruction 
work  which  will,  it  is  hoped,  obviate  any  further  danger  of  serious 
surcharging. 

The  County  Council  agreed  throughout  the  year  to  the  recon- 
struction of  an  old  sewer  at  Bellside  Road,  Cleland,  which  was  known 
to  be  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition,  and  agreed  in  view  of  the  special 
circumstances,  that  the  cost  of  relaying  this  sewer  should  not  be  a 
charge  on  the  owners  of  the  properties  involved  but  on  the  County 
Council. 

The  drainage  scheme  for  the  village  of  Chapelton  was  almost 
fully  completed  throughout  the  year,  and  the  extension  of  the  County 
Special  Sewerage  and  Sewerage  Disposal  District  was  therefore 
recommended  to  include  the  village.

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Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  from  the  various  reservoirs  belonging  to  the 
County  Council  was  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  all  demands.  Com- 
plaints were  received  as  to  local  deficiencies  but  these  were  found 
chiefly  to  be  due  to  defective  service  pipes  and,  on  being  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  respective  owners,  were  remedied.  It  must  be  recorded, 
however,  that  considerable  difficulty  is  arising  in  those  cases  where 
large  expenditure  is  involved  as  the  owners  plead  lack  of  financial 
resources  sufficient  to  carry  out  the  necessary  remedial  measures. 

Water  Samples. — During  the  year  226  routine  samples  of  water 
were  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Staff  from  public  supplies  at  various  places 
and  all  were  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological 
examination.  As  the  result  of  complaints  and  requests  received  48 
additional  samples  were  also  taken  from  private  supplies  and  submitted 
for  analysis.  Action  was  taken  and  advice  given  where  the  supplies 
were  disclosed  to  be  for  one  reason  or  another  unfit  for  domestic  use. 

Officials  of  Airdrie  and  Coatbridge  District  Water  Board  were 
somewhat  perturbed  throughout  the  year  in  regard  to  the  proposed 
construction  of  piggery  premises  within  the  gathering  ground  of 
Roughrigg  Reservoir,  but  after  consultation  with  the  Department  of 
Health  it  was  advised  that  on  no  grounds  could  the  application  for 
the  construction  of  the  piggery  be  prohibited  and  such  matters  could 
only  be  governed  by  the  adoption  of  suitable  By-laws  by  the  Water 
Board. 

I am  obliged  to  the  County  Water  Engineer  for  the  following 
further  information  : — 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  Camps  Reservoir,  the 
main  source  of  the  County  water  supply,  held  only  75  per  cent 
of  its  total  capacity,  and  owing  to  the  comparatively  dry 
winter  and  spring  there  was  an  increasing  diminution  of  the 
water  in  store  in  that  reservoir  and  in  the  other  storage  reservoirs 
until  in  July  approximately  only  80  days’  overall  supply 
remained.  Thereafter  the  position  improved  until  at  the 
beginning  of  December  nearly  all  the  storage  reservoirs  were  full 

Assistance  was  again  afforded  this  year  to  the  Airdrie, 
Coatbridge  and  District  Water  Board  by  the  release  at  Camps 
of  additional  compensation  water  to  offset  the  cutting-off  of 
compensation  water  from  the  Board’s  Cowgill  Reservoir. 

During  the  year  74  miles  of  new  piping  were  laid  within 
the  New  Town  at  East  Kilbride  in  addition  to  18  miles  of  new 
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piping  in  other  parts  of  the  County  water  supply  area.  A 
commencement  was  also  made  with  the  new  4 million  gallon 
service  reservoir  which  is  being  constructed  at  East  Rogerton 
at  a cost  of  over  £100,000. 

Over  240  new  fire  hydrants  were  installed  and  1,290  new 
service  connections  given  off  the  County  mains. 

Nuisances 

The  number  of  inspections  made  for  the  detection  of  nuisances 
was  50,680  and  the  number  of  nuisances  recorded  was  1,805.  These 
comprised  leaky  roofs,  damp  walls,  worn  and  holed  floors  and  choked 
drains,  etc.  Many  of  the  defects  are  recurring  and  can  be  attributed 
to  the  poor  state  of  the  properties  in  general. 

Intimations  under  Section  19  of  the  Public  Health  Act  were  issued 
to  authors  of  nuisances  in  1,110  cases,  and  in  many  instances  the 
cause  of  complaint  was  removed  within  a reasonable  period.  Where 
the  Intimations  had  received  no  attention  Statutory  Notices  under 
Section  20  of  the  Act  were  served  and  these  numbered  426. 

Prosecutions. — Court  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the 
owner  of  a property  where  nuisance  conditions  still  existed  after 
service  of  the  Statutory  Notice.  In  this  case  the  Local  Authority 
carried  out  the  work  under  Warrant.  The  following  is  a note  of  the 
property  concerned  : —

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Owners’  lack  of  financial  resources  constitute  the  chief  obstacle 
in  having  serious  conditions  speedily  abated,  particularly  in  the  class 
of  property  which  could  be  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Act  as 
unfit  for  human  habitation  if  sufficient  alternative  accommodation 
were  available.  In  consequence  any  of  the  repairs  carried  out  can  only 
be  described  as  “ First  Aid  ” and  the  nuisance  conditions  tend  to  recur 
at  frequent  intervals. 

A rather  unusual  complaint  arose  during  the  year  in  regard  to  the 
emission  of  obnoxious  odour  from  a factory  in  one  of  the  Industrial 
Estates.  On  enquiry  it  was  found  that  the  smell  complained  of  was 
due  to  the  emission  of  sulphuretted  hydrogen,  which  was  used  in  the 
process  of  copper  refining.  Further  investigation  disclosed  that  works 
of  this  nature  were  the  subject  of  control  under  the  Alkali  Works 
Order  and  the  matter  was  reported  to  Dr.  Birse  of  the  Department  of 
Health  who  later  successfully  dealt  with  the  complaint. 

Abandoned  Mine-Shafts  and  Quarries,  etc. — Two  abandoned 
mine  shafts  at  Bishopbriggs  were  dealt  with  in  respect  of  the  lack  of 
satisfactory  protective  fencing  constructed  around  the  shafts.  It  was 
considered  that  the  existing  chespale  fencing  was  not  of  a sufficiently 
permanent  character  to  prevent  accidents  and  as  these  were  old 
shafts  and  the  National  Coal  Board  were  not  involved  in  the  responsi- 
bility for  protection  in  terms  of  the  Coal  Mines  Act  of  1911  intimation 
was  given  to  the  ground  Superiors.  In  an  effort  to  assist  the  owners, 
the  National  Coal  Board  provided  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  filling 
in  these  shafts  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  owners  still  demurred 
to  this  expenditure  and  statutory  procedure  is  being  continued. 

There  was  considerable  correspondence  and  a number  of  visitations 
were  made  in  respect  of  drowning  fatalities  in  an  alleged  dangerous 
quarry  at  Old  Kirk  Road,  Bothwellpark.  Despite  negotiations  with 
the  owners  of  the  quarry  no  progress  was  made  in  regard  to  the 
filling  in  although  the  owners  affirmed  that  they  had  complied 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Government  (Scotland)  Act 
in  respect  of  the  necessary  protective  fencing.  Ultimately  various 
suggestions  were  made  as  to  the  remedial  measures  which  should  be 
adopted.  Enquiries  were  made  at  various  large  industrial  concerns  as 
to  whether  any  of  these  firms  were  prepared  to  dispose  of  their  waste 
material  into  the  quarry  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  one  firm 
expressed  their  agreement  to  assist  in  this  matter  but  had  not  com- 
menced operations.  Owing  to  the  difficulties  experienced  in  this 
instance,  the  County  Council  instructed  me  to  prepare  a report  showing 
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the  number  of  such  quarries  in  the  County  to  which  the  public  had 
ready  access,  as  it  was  considered  that  if  the  County  Council  had  to 
bear  the  cost  of  filling  in  the  quarry  above  referred  to,  it  would  be 
necessary  that  all  other  such  quarries  would  require  to  be  filled  in  in  a 
similar  fashion  which  would  create  abnormal  expenditure.  On  investi- 
gation it  was  found  that  there  were  46  such  quarries  and  water  holes 
in  fairly  prominent  places  throughout  the  County  of  which  15  were 
considered  to  be  dangerous.  The  whole  question  was  still  the  subject 
of  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

Greater  interest  is  now  being  evinced  in  the  subject  of  atmospheric 
pollution  affecting  as  it  does  the  general  health  of  the  community 
and  throughout  the  year  a Committee  on  Air  Pollution  was  appointed 
by  the  Government  " to  examine  the  nature,  causes,  and  effects  of 
air  pollution  and  the  efficacy  of  present  preventive  measures  ; to 
consider  what  further  preventive  measures  are  practicable  and  to 
make  recommendations.”  This  Committee  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  submitted  an  interim  report  in  which  it  was  stated  that  “ the 
problem  of  air  pollution  is  one  of  outstanding  importance  and  of 
vital  consequence  to  human  health  ; has  far  reaching  social  effects, 
and  material  economical  consequences.  It  is  also  a problem  of  great 
complexity.” 

Within  recent  years  a number  of  atmospheric  pollution  stations 
have  been  set  up  in  the  County  of  Lanark  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining and  recording  information  in  the  tracing  of  the  sources  of 
pollution  of  the  atmosphere. 

I have  set  out  in  the  following  paragraphs  details  of  investigations 
at  various  specific  Works  which  have  been  disclosed  as  the  source  of 
pollution  and  the  cause  of  complaint  throughout  the  past  year. 

Clyde  Iron  Works,  Tollcross. — A complete  synopsis  of  results, 
from  the  grit  deposit  equipment  set  out  in  the  village  of  Carmyle  are 
shown  in  the  form  of  various  appendices  : — 

Appendix  I — Gives  details  of  the  soluble  and  insoluble  deposited 
matter,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  from  the  results  of  analyses 
of  grit  deposit  at  one  station  in  the  Carmyle  area  during  1953, 
a marked  deterioration  was  shown  from  that  in  1952,  the 
total  deposit  per  month  being  53-3  tons  per  square  mile  as  against 
37-5  tons  during  1952. 
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Appendix  II — Is  in  the  form  of  a graph  and  shows  the  relationship 
and  variations  between  the  total  insoluble  matter,  the  iron 
ore  and  carbonaceous  matter.  It  will  be  observed  that  during 
the  year  the  total  deposited  matter  and  the  total  insoluble 
matter  vary  directly  with  the  iron  ore  and  carbon  deposited. 

Appendix  III — Records  the  quantity  of  S03  per  1,000  square 
centimetres.  During  1952  the  monthly  concentration  was 
14-8  milligrams  per  1,000  square  centimetres  whereas  in  1953 
it  has  increased  to  24-9  milligrams  per  1,000  square  centimetres. 
It  should  be  noted  that  excessively  high  figures  were  obtained 
during  the  months  of  October,  November  and  December. 

Appendix  IV — Records  the  average  weekly  concentration  of 
sulphurdioxide  up  to  15th  May,  1953,  but  unfortunately  owing 
to  staffing  difficulties  no  figures  for  the  daily  concentration 
were  obtained  for  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

In  view  of  the  results,  it  is  apparent  that  the  pollution  of  the 
atmosphere  due  to  iron  ore,  dust  emission,  etc.,  from  Clyde  Iron 
Works  continues  and  it  would  appear  that  some  further  process  of 
washing  out  or  trapping  this  dust  should  be  installed  at  these  works. 
This  matter  was  of  such  interest  that  a visit  of  inspection  was  made 
by  members  of  the  County  Council  to  Clyde  Iron  Works  during  the 
year  to  inspect  the  various  processes  carried  out.  An  assurance  was 
given  at  that  time  by  the  management  that  all  precautionary  measures 
within  their  powers  would  continue  to  be  adopted.

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Cardowan  Colliery,  Stepps. — In  an  effort  to  remove  the  cause 
of  complaint  of  grit  and  smoke  emission  from  this  Colliery  a water 
spray  grit  collector  and  steam  jet  soot  blower  was  provided  for  the 
six  force  draught  Lancashire  Boilers.  The  other  five  Boilers  have 
natural  draught  and  the  grit  emission  therefrom  was  not  considered 
sufficiently  serious  to  warrant  special  treatment.  The  figures  for  grit 
emission  in  this  area  as  ascertained  from  the  two  deposit  bottles  set 
down,  show  some  improvement  throughout  the  year. 

Notwithstanding  the  expense  incurred  in  providing  the  grit 
arrestor  plant  at  Cardowan,  the  National  Coal  Board  have  decided 
to  utilise  natural  underground  gas  to  fire  the  boilers  and  the  necessary 
plant  is  presently  in  course  of  construction,  and  is  expected  to  come 
into  operation  before  the  end  of  1954.  This  method  would  entirely 
supersede  that  which  gives  rise  to  the  grit  emission  complained  of. 

Cement  Dust  Emission,  Newmains. — Continued  observations 
have  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year  in  respect  of  the  dust 
emission  from  the  Cement  Works  at  Newmains,  and,  after  some  dis- 
cussion between  the  Managing  Director  of  this  firm,  Dr.  Birse,  Alkali 
Inspector  of  the  Department  of  Health,  the  County  Chemist  and  myself, 
a meeting  was  held  at  which  Dr.  Zurek,  the  firms’  advisory  Consultant, 
was  present,  and  certain  proposals  were  made  as  to  the  precautionary 
measures  which  were  to  be  adopted  at  the  Works.  The  proposals  to 
which  Coltness  Iron  Co.  Ltd.  have  agreed,  included  the  introduction 
of  sufficient  dust  collection  apparatus  to  collect  the  dust  at  its  various 
points  of  origin  in  the  Works  by  means  of  arrestors  of  the  cyclone  type. 
This  work  is  to  be  carried  out  in  stages  as  the  construction  is  a con- 
siderable undertaking,  and  as  the  stages  were  completed  it  would 
afford  an  opportunity  of  checking  whether  the  measures  already  taken 
were  effective.  Dust  arrestment  at  present  is  generally  inadequate, 
but  it  was  considered  that  the  dust  arrestment  proposals  were  the  best 
practicable,  particularly  so,  if  the  proposed  arrangements  were  ulti- 
mately augmented  by  electrostatic  precipitation. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  some  definite  improvement  was  found 
in  the  emission  of  grit  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  cyclones  already 
completed  are  responsible  for  this  improvement  and  indeed  for  a 
considerable  saving  to  the  firm  of  what  is  the  finished  product. 

Shotts  Power  Station. — It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the 
source  of  this  pollution  which  had  been  complained  of  for  a number 
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of  years,  was  totally  discontinued  on  31st  December,  an  electricity 
sub-station  now  providing  the  elecricity  formerly  produced  by  this 
plant. 

Hillend  Quarry,  Caldercruix. — Complaint  was  investigated 
throughout  the  year  of  nuisance  conditions  created  to  a nearby  dwelling 
house  by  the  emission  of  dust  from  the  stone-crushing  plant.  The 
firm  were  asked  to  take  precautions  to  abate  the  dust  emission  and 
ultimately  the  plant  was  enclosed  by  iron-sheeting  which  considerably 
improved  the  conditions  complained  of. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

Uddingston  Gas  Works.— During  the  year  the  Gas  Board  agreed 
to  the  installation  of  two  mechanical  stokers  at  these  works  and  since 
these  have  been  in  operation,  no  further  complaints  of  smoke  emission 
have  been  made. 

Aluminium  Works,  Longlea,  Baillieston. — Despite  the  measures 
taken  to  minimise  smoke  and  fume  emission  from  the  smelting  furnace 
at  these  Works  as  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  the  abatement  of 
smoke  and  fumes  was  not  maintained.  When  the  Works  were  closed 
down  during  the  holiday  period,  the  furnaces  were  rebuilt  and  a new 
|-in.  iron  chimney  2-ft  in  diameter  was  erected,  together  with  an  iron 
canopy  provided  over  the  outlet  at  the  top  of  the  furnace  with  the 
object  of  diverting  the  smoke  and  fumes  into  the  chimney  to  discharge 
harmlessly  clear  of  the  surrounding  dwellings.  On  demonstration  of 
the  smelting  process  during  which  the  furnaces  were  fully  charged  with 
not  particularly  clean  aluminium  scrap,  very  little  smoke  was  created, 
and  it  would  appear  that  with  a correct  adjustment  of  the  Diesel  fuel 
oil,  satisfactory  smoke  abatement  could  be  maintained,  with,  from 
the  firm’s  point  of  view,  a more  economic  working  of  the  furnaces. 
Continued  success  would  appear  to  depend,  therefore,  on  the  care 
exercised  by  the  person  in  charge  of  the  furnaces. 

As  further  complaints  were  received  of  nuisance  conditions  towards 
the  end  of  the  year,  observations  are  being  continued. 

Pinwhinnie  Refuse  Coup,  Stand. — Satisfactory  improvements 
in  the  conduct  of  this  large  refuse  coup  belonging  to  Glasgow  Corpora- 
tion Cleansing  Department  were  made  during  the  year.  The  tipping  of 
refuse  over  the  face  fronting  the  highway  to  Stirling  Road,  was  dis- 
continued, and  as  promised  by  the  Director  of  Cleansing  a bull-dozer 
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was  introduced  to  consolidate  the  refuse  in  layers  along  the  top  of 
the  coup  with  a view  to  raising  the  level  ultimately  to  that  of  the  exist- 
ing contours  of  the  surrounding  land.  Annoyance  from  smoke  and 
odour  of  burning  refuse  at  the  hamlet  of  Stand  has  now  been  eliminated. 

Wagon  Works,  Netherton. — Intimation  was  given  to  the 
proprietors  of  these  works  of  complaints  arising  from  the  emission  of 
smoke  from  the  boiler  chimney,  and  investigation  throughout  the  year 
proved  the  complaints  to  be  well-founded.  Towards  the  end  of  the 
year  a system  of  regulated  mechanical  stoking  was  introduced  and 
subsequent  observations  showed  considerable  improvement  in  the 
conditions  complained  of  and,  indeed,  I am  informed  that  an  inspection 
of  the  fuel  consumption  chart  showed  also  a saving  in  fuel  of  almost 
50  per  cent. 

Burning  Spoilbings. — In  regard  to  the  burning  colliery  bings  at 
Blantyre  which  have  given  rise  to  serious  complaint  throughout  the 
past  years,  conditions  during  1953  definitely  showed  signs  of  improve- 
ment by  virtue  of  the  bing  at  No.  2 Colliery  being  almost  burned  out, 
although  considerable  smoke  emission  is  still  observed  during  certain 
weather  conditions.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  water  spraying  over 
this  bing  did  assist  materially  in  keeping  nuisance  conditions  down 
to  a minimum.  Throughout  the  year,  it  was  noted  that  the  bing  at 
Colliery  No.  1 was  showing  some  activity,  and  the  National  Coal 
Board’s  attention  had  to  be  directed  to  these  conditions.  Further 
spraying  apparatus  was  introduced,  and  the  burning  debris  kept 
saturated  with  water  to  prevent  extension  of  the  fire  to  adjacent 
deposits. 

Douglas  Colliery,  Douglas  Water. — One  of  the  bings  at  this 
colliery  was  observed  to  be  on  fire  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and 
complaints  were  made  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  village  of  nuisance 
caused  by  smoke,  etc.  While  spraying  measures  had  been  set  up  by 
the  Colliery  Manager,  an  inspection  of  the  bing  revealed  that  the  water 
was  not  being  used  to  the  best  advantage.  Suggestions  for  improving 
the  efficiency  were  put  forward,  and  acted  upon,  and  at  the  close  of 
the  year,  no  evidence  of  smoke  or  fumes  could  be  detected.  As  a 
precautionary  measure,  however,  spraying  operations  were  continued. 

Fly  Repression 

The  anti-fly  campaign,  which  has  been  proceeded  with  throughout 
the  past  few  years  by  the  disinfestation  of  all  dustbins,  privies,  and 
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privy  middens  was  again  operative  throughout  the  year,  all  such  places 
being  treated  twice.  It  is,  of  course,  impossible  to  assess  the  value 
of  this  work  but  there  is  no  doubt  whatsoever  that,  as  a protection 
of  the  public  health  of  the  community,  it  is-  a worthwhile  project. 

Disinfection  of  Houses. 

As  stated  in  the  introduction  to  this  report,  a scheme  was  introduced 
during  the  year  whereby  all  houses  formerly  occupied  by  Tuberculosis 
patients  were  to  be  disinfected  before  re-occupation.  The  disinfection 
is  carried  out  by  spraying  with  a solution  of  Formaldehyde,  and  finally 
with  Ammonia  as  the  neutralising  agent.  The  scheme  originally  was 
meant  to  cover  only  such  County  Council  houses  as  were  vacated, 
and  to  take  the  place  of  the  costly  redecoration  work  which  was  formerly 
carried  out,  but  the  operations  have  now  been  extended  to  cover  also 
privately-owned  houses.  Since  commencement  on  1st  October  last 
to  the  end  of  the  year,  36  houses  had  been  dealt  with.  The  work  of 
disinfection  is  carried  out  by  the  Disinfestation  Officers,  and  the  cost 
involved  approximates  to  £3  per  house. 

Private  Streets 

Complaints  continue  to  be  received  in  regard  to  the  condition  of 
many  of  the  private  streets  in  the  County,  but,  unfortunately,  generally 
owing  to  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  abutting  and  fronting 
owners,  the  conditions  are  not  readily  improved. 

The  costs  of  carrying  out  work  on  these  private  streets  to  bring 
them  up  to  the  standard  of  public  highways  is  at  the  present  time  very 
high,  and  in  many  of  the  cases  measures  are  simply  taken  to  remedy 
existing  nuisance  conditions  by  the  filling  in  of  potholes  and  the  laying 
down  of  ashes.  This,  of  course,  is  simply  a temporary  expedient, 
and  merely  delays  further  action  to  a later  period. 

I have  expressed  the  opinion  on  more  than  one  occasion  that  there 
are  too  many  private  streets  in  the  County  in  an  unsatisfactory  con- 
dition, and  as  it  is  now  almost  impossible  to  enforce  the  statutory 
obligations  of  the  fronting  and  abutting  owners,  consideration  should 
be  given  to  assistance  being  provided  to  the  owners  for  this  purpose, 
and  all  such  roadways  thereafter  assumed  as  public  highways. 

An  interesting  decision  was  given  throughout  the  year  in  the 
case  of  a pedestrian  accident  occurring  in  a private  street.  A claim 
for  damages  made  against  the  County  of  Lanark  was  defended

in  court  and,  amongst  other  points,  the  question  of  regular  inspection 
of  the  private  street  was  raised.  Satisfactory  proof  was  produced 
that  the  Sanitary  Inspector  had  made  regular  examination  of  this 
street.  It  was  ultimately  held  that  the  County  Council  was  not  liable 
and  that  there  was  no  negligence  on  their  part. 

Public  Conveyances 

During  the  year  many  inspections  of  public  conveyances  were 
made,  and  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  vehicles  was  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Schools 

The  various  schools  within  the  County  were  inspected,  and 
several  matters  requiring  attention  were  brought  to  the  notice  of 
those  responsible.  The  general  cleanliness  of  the  classrooms  and 
lavatories  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Cinemas 

The  cinemas  within  the  County  were  all  regularly  inspected  during 
the  year  and  a good  standard  of  cleanliness  was  found  to  be  maintained 
in  the  auditoriums  and  conveniences.  Defects,  mostly  of  a minor 
character,  were  found  on  several  premises,  but  these  were  attended 
to  on  being  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  managers  concerned. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

The  only  registered  common  lodging-house  in  the  County  situated 
at  Bellshill  was  inspected  regularly  and  conditions  generally  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Tents  and  Vans 

During  the  year  48  inspections  were  made  of  tents  and  vans  which 
with  several  exceptions  were  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Factories 

The  total  number  of  factories  on  the  register  at  the  close  of  the 
year  was  863 — 769  with  mechanical  power,  and  94  without  mechanical 
power.  The  inspections  numbered  752  including  674  of  factories  with 
mechanical  power,  and  78  of  factories  without  mechanical  power. 
The  following  contraventions  found  in  the  course  of  routine  inspections 
or  reported  by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  were  dealt  with  : Want 
of  Cleanliness — 29  ; Inadequate  ventilation — 1 ; Insufficient  sanitary 
conveniences  21  ; Unsuitable  conveniences — 19  ; not  separate  for 
sexes — 1. 
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The  following  is  a note  of  the  industries  and  handicrafts  carried 
on  in  the  various  factories  : —

Fire  Escape  Certificates— In  terms  of  Section  34  of  the  Factories 
Act,  1937,  all  factories  where  more  than  20  persons  are  employed  must 
be  provided  with  a Certificate  from  the  Local  Authority  that  reasonable 
provision  has  been  made  for  the  escape  of  employees  in  case  of  fire. 
The  preparation  of  these  Certificates  involves  a considerable  amount 
of  inspection  and  clerical  work  as  all  exits  within  the  factories  must 
be  clearly  detailed  in  the  Certificate  and  it  can  be  readily  understood 
that  in  the  larger  factories  in  the  County  of  Lanark  (Steel  Works, 
Paper  Mills,  etc.)  such  details  are  very  complicated.  During  the  year 
Certificates  were  granted  to  the  occupiers  in  respect  of  4 factories. 

Outworkers. — Five  lists,  containing  56  outworkers,  were  received 
and  inspections  were  made  of  all  the  premises,  which  were  found  in  a 
satisfactory  condition. 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951 

This  Act  and  the  regulations  made  thereunder  came  into  operation 
on  1st  November,  1951.  The  primary  object  of  the  legislation  is  to 
secure  that  all  filling  materials  used  in  the  manufacture  of  bedding, 
toys,  and  articles  of  upholstery,  etc.  are  clean  and  that  certain  standards 
of  cleanliness  set  down  are  maintained. 

One  application  was  received  from  a firm  for  registration  of  their 
premises  and  inspections  of  the  seven  registered  premises  were  made. 

Nine  samples  were  taken  throughout  the  year  and  the  results  of 
the  examination  of  these  samples  conveyed  to  the  users. 

All  samples  were  in  accordance  with  the  legal  requirements. 
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Offensive  Trades 

There  are  within  the  County  four  private  slaughterhouses  situated 
as  follows  : — 

Carstairs  Mains  (sheep  only). 

Symington  (sheep  only). 

Omoa  (Knackery). 

Brancumhall,  East  Kilbride  (Pigs  only  and  Bacon  Factory). 

The  Slaughterhouse  and  Bacon  Factory  erected  by  J.  \V.  & A. 
Galloway,  11  Cleland  Street,  Glasgow,  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
new  town  at  East  Klbride,  commenced  operations  during  the  year, 
an  Order  having  been  approved  for  the  establishment  of  the  business  of 
Slaughterer  of  Cattle,  including  ancillary  trades.  Reconstruction  of 
these  premises  was  completed  and  equipment  and  plant  of  the  most 
modern  standard  set  down  which  should  provide  from  the  hygienic 
aspect  admirable  results.  In  the  course  of  the  year,  the  question  of 
crushing,  processing  of  bones,  etc.,  at  these  premises  was  raised,  and  I 
have  suggested  that  as  the  order  granted  to  Messrs.  Galloway  referred  to 
“ ancillary  trades  ” these  should  be  in  some  way  defined.  Ultimately, 
a definition  was  agreed  on  which  would  cover  all  processing  of  meat, 
bones,  fat,  etc.  discarded  from  the  slaughterhouse  and  bacon  curing 
factory. 

An  Order  for  the  establishment  of  an  offensive  business  at  Downie- 
brae  Road,  Rutherglen,  by  Messrs.  Harvie  & Watson  Ltd.,  Glasgow, 
of  the  business  of  Slaughterer  of  Cattle,  including  ancillary  trades, 
was  sanctioned  in  1952,  subject  to  the  premises  being  laid  out  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Authority.  However, 
as  nothing  had  been  done  within  the  period  of  one  year  to  cam'  out 
the  necessary  improvements,  it  was  agreed  by  the  County  Council 
that  the  Order  should  now  lapse  in  accordance  with  Sub- Section  6, 
Section  32  of  the  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1897. 

A rather  unfortunate  interpretation  of  the  licence  granted  to 
Messrs.  Harvie  & Watson  Ltd.  was  made  by  this  firm  during  1953,  when 
they  permitted  a firm  known  as  Scottish  Hide  Skin  and  Tallow  Markets 
Ltd.  to  collect,  store,  grade,  layout,  preparatory  to  sale,  some  25,000 
sheep  skins  per  week  at  these  premises.  When  this  was  brought  to 
my  notice,  I informed  the  licence  holder  that  as  such  business  could 
be  regarded  as  a scheduled  trade  in  terms  of  Section  32  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1897,  this  was  a contravention  of  their  conditional  licence 
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and  I advised  that  such  operations  should  cease  forthwith.  This 
instruction  was  immediately  given  effect  to. 

The  Local  Authority  Slaughterhouses  at  Bellshill,  Strathaven, 
Shotts,  Larkhall  and  Carluke  continue  to  be  maintained  in  good  order. 

Whilst  complaints  still  arise  from  premises  occupied  as  a Knackery, 
at  Omoa,  the  negotiations  which  were  previously  entered  into  with  the 
owner  of  this  factory  for  the  installation  of  a new  chlorine  deodorising 
plant  were  completed  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  if  the  operation  of 
this  plant  is  properly  controlled,  the  emission  of  offensive  odours 
should  be  reduced  to  a minimum. 

Pigsties 

Regular  inspections  of  pigsties  within  the  County  were  made 
throughout  the  year  and  whilst  conditions  found  at  the  larger  piggeries 
were  mostly  satisfactory,  some  of  the  smaller  piggeries  were  far  from 
ideal  either  in  respect  of  cleanliness  or  structurally,  particularly  those 
premises  situated  in  isolated  sites.  Many  of  the  latter  type  of  piggery 
have  been  erected  without  the  consent  of  the  Local  Authority  or  con- 
sultation with  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Under  the  existing  Byelaws  regulating  Pigsties,  which  were 
approved  in  1898,  sanction  of  the  Local  Authorities  to  the  erection  of 
a pigstye  is  not  required  unless  it  is  within  the  curtilage  of  a dwelling  in 
any  village  or  populous  place  or  within  50  feet  of  a dwellinghouse  or 
public  road.  Many  piggeries  are  situated  where  these  stipulations  do 
not  apply.  Nowadays,  however,  when  a new  piggery  is  proposed,  prior 
approval  under  the  Building  Byelaws  or  planning  approval  must  be 
obtained  but  instances  still  occur  where  a piggery  of  wood  or  corrugated 
iron  is  built  without  the  submission  of  plans,  and  in  my  opinion,  the 
byelaws  regulating  pigsties  require  to  be  revised  to  comply  with  modern 
conditions.  All  piggery  erections  should  have  prior  consent  of  the 
Local  Authority,  irrespective  of  the  situation,  and  the  distance  which 
a piggery  should  be  erected  from  the  public  road  or  dwellinghouse 
should  be  extended  to  not  less  than  100  yards. 

Seventeen  plans  were  approved  during  the  year  for  the  construction 
of  new  premises  or  extension  to  existing  premises. 

Dairies 

During  the  year  1,179  visits  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Staff  to 
dairy  premises. 
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The  County  Council  had  before  them  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
a report  by  the  Chief  Milk  Inspector  of  the  Department  of  Health  in 
regard  to  a survey  of  the  conditions  under  which  milk  is  produced, 
handled  and  distributed  in  the  County  by  the  Department's  officers 
during  1952.  This  report  was  summarised  as  follows  : — 

1.  “ The  survey  has  shown  that  the  conditions  under  which 
milk  is  produced,  handled  and  distributed,  continues  to  be 
reasonably  good  and  that  the  local  authority  are  continuing 
to  exercise  close  supervision  over  the  milk  supply.  The  helpful 
advice  being  given  to  dairymen  by  the  officials  is  effecting  a 
marked  improvement  in  the  standard  of  the  milk  supply. 

2.  The  progress  which  has  been  made  in  the  County  to 
increase  the  production  of  designated  milk  is  good.  In  the  past 
three  years  an  additional  150  producers  have  been  granted 
licences  to  sell  designated  milk  and  others  are  making  arrange- 
ments which  will  enable  them  to  be  granted  a licence. 

The  conditions  under  which  raw  designated  milk  is  produced 
are  on  the  whole  good.  The  structural  state  of  the  premises  is 
generally  of  a high  standard  and  the  methods  satisfactory. 
There  are,  however,  a few  premises,  chiefly  those  where  the 
producer  has  held  a licence  for  a number  of  years,  which  could 
be  improved  structurally,  and  there  are  a few  farms  where  the 
cleaning  of  the  milking  machines  and  the  utensils  could  be 
better  done.  The  local  authority  officials  are  giving  attention 
to  these  farms. 

3.  The  number  of  dairies  where  non-designated  milk  is 
produced  is  steadily  decreasing  due  to  producers  being  en- 
couraged to  take  out  designated  licences.  There  are  now  only 
244  compared  with  442  in  1948.  This  is  satisfactory  progress. 

The  structural  condition  of  the  premises  at  many  of  these 
farms  is  much  below  the  standard  of  the  dairy  byelaws  and  at 
some  the  methods  of  milk  production  are  poor.  Many  of  these 
farms  hold  only  a ‘ provisional  registration,’  because  they 
are  known  to  the  local  authority  as  not  being  satisfactory.  It 
is  recommended  that  these  registrations  be  reviewed,  and  that 
the  local  authority  consider  whether  those  producers  who  are 
unwilling  or  unable  to  effect  improvements  should  continue  to 
hold  registration. 
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4.  All  supplies  of  raw  milk  are  sampled  regularly  for  bac- 
teriological examination,  but  not  with  sufficient  frequency.  It 
is  recommended  that  ‘ Certified  ’ milk  supplies  be  sampled  at 
least  six  times  a year,  and  non-designated  milk  supplies  more 
often  than  at  present.  With  a view  to  obtaining  a greater 
number  of  samples,  it  is  suggested  that  more  supplies  be  sampled 
on  arrival  at  the  dairies  to  which  they  are  delivered. 

5.  With  regard  to  the  action  which  should  be  taken  in  regard 
to  those  supplies  of  designated  milk  which  fail  to  comply  with 
the  statutory  bacteriological  standard  the  local  authority’s 
attention  is  drawn  to  article  18  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
(Scotland)  Order,  1951. 

6.  The  conditions  under  which  milk  is  pasteurised  at  the 
13  dairies  where  Pasteurisers’  licences  are  held  are  good. 
These  plants  are  closely  supervised  and  the  bateriological 
results  of  the  pasteurised  milk  are  very  satisfactory. 

7.  The  arrangements  for  the  distribution  of  milk  are  good. 
At  only  one  dairy  where  bulk  milk  is  bottled  are  the  conditions 
in  need  of  urgent  improvement.  The  policy  of  persuading  those 
dairymen  who  retail  ‘ loose  ’ milk  to  handle  only  bottled  milk 
should  be  continued. 

8.  The  supply  of  milk  to  schools  is  satisfactory.” 

The  report  was  the  subject  of  comment  by  the  County  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  the  County  Council  and  the  following  is  an  excerpt  from 
these  comments  : — 

“ The  sanitary  inspectorate  staff  who  are  responsible  for 
the  structural  condition  of  dairy  premises  and  the  provision  of 
equipment  have,  throughout  the  past  ten  years  during  my 
period  of  office  in  a senior  capacity,  maintained  a keen  interest 
in  the  development  of  improvements  in  the  dairy  industry 
generally  throughout  the  County.  This,  I think,  is  amply  borne 
out  by  the  fact  that  whereas  in  1944,  627  dairy  herds  in  the 
County  were  not  designated,  that  number  has  since  been  re- 
duced to  223.  Actually,  in  a period  of  eight  years  330  dairy 
farm  premises  have  been  reconstructed  or  improved  to  bring 
them  within  the  requirements  of  the  Dairy  Byelaws,  both  in 
respect  of  premises  and  equipment,  an  average  of  41  premises 
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each  year.  Keeping  in  mind  the  very  large  capital  expenditure 
involved  in  requiring  such  premises  to  be  renovated,  in  some 
instances  calling  for  new  byres  and  dairy  premises,  in  addition 
to  the  installation  of  steam  plant,,  this  should  surely  be  con- 
sidered an  excellent  accomplishment. . 

The  procedure  of  obtaining  improvements  to  unsatisfactory 
premises  which  have  been  the  subject  of  previous  registration, 
either  full  or  provisional,  is  assiduously  pursued  when  such 
premises  are  bought  by  or  relet  to  another  farmer.  It  must, 
however,  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  or  about  1945,  when  milk 
was  extremely  scarce  pressure  was  brought  to  bear  on  certain 
farmers  who  were  not  at  that  time  dairying,  and  had  no  intention 
of  taking  up  dairying  to  introduce  a dairy  herd.  Many  of  these 
farmers  out  of  a sense  of  duty  in  the  nation’s  emergency  at 
that  time  did  stock  with  dairy  animals  on  condition  that 
extensive  improvements  to  their  premises  would  not  be  insisted 
upon.  This  was  agreed  to  and  whilst  a number  of  these  farmers 
did  later  improve  their  premises  and  plant,  others  did  not  and 
it  is  to  these  persons  reference  is  made  by  the  Department  of 
Health  that  action  should  be  taken  to  remove  them  from  the 
dairy  register.  Such  a method  appears  to  me  to  be  unjustified 
in  light  of  the  progress  which  is  being  made  by  persuasion  of  the 
public  health  staff. 

It  is  to  be  admitted,  of  course,  that  there  is  a small  hard 
core  of  dairy  farmers  who,  either  through  lack  of  means  or 
difficulties  of  lease,  etc.,  are  not  prepared  to  bring  their  premises 
up  to  the  standard  of  the  Dairy  Byelaws,  and  it  might  be  that 
in  such  cases  a time  limit  as  suggested  by  the  Department 
Inspector  in  which  the  premises  ought  to  be  brought  up  to 
Byelaw  standard  should  be  imposed. 

Finally,  it  appears  to  be  admitted  that  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  milk  supply  in  the  County  is  satisfactory,  and  I 
would  suggest  from  the  progress  shown  throughout  the  past 
few  years  such  an  admission  is  amply  justified.” 

Since  these  reports  were  submitted,  further  progress  has  been  made 
in  dealing  with  the  unsatisfactory  premises  and  producers,  and  after 
visitation  by  the  appropriate  committee  to  certain  dairy  farms  during 
June  of  this  year,  recommendations  were  made  to  withdraw  certain 
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registrations.  Later  the  following  report  was  submitted  to  the 
committee  for  consideration  : — 


With  further  reference  to  the  recent  survey  of  a number 
of  dairy  farm  premises  by  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  and  to  the  interest  shown  by  these  members  in 
some  of  the  unsatisfactory  types  of  dairy  farms  which  require 
to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Department,  I would  wish  to  clarify  the 
minds  of  the  members  that  the  bad  conditions  shown  to  them 
were  exceptional  and  should  not  be  taken  as  our  standard 
throughout  the  County.  It  is,  I think,  advisable  that  the  actual 
statistics,  in  so  far  as  the  number  of  operating  dairy  farms 
registered  and  licensed  in  the  County  should  be  known  and  the 
following  may  be  of  interest  : —

It  may  be  taken  that  the  figure  of  892  is  the  actual  number 
of  farms  up  to  standard  in  respect  of  structural  conditions  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  Dairy  Byelaws  and  the  regulations 
governing  the  production  of  designated  milk. 

A survey  of  all  premises  which  do  not  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Byelaws  with  particular  regard  to  those 
premises  in  respect  of  which  the  occupier  holds  only  Provisional 
Registration,  is  being  undertaken  by  the  staff  as  time  permits, 
and  I would  suggest  that  where  conditions  warrant  strict 
attention,  a time  limit  of,  say,  six  months  should  be  imposed 
on  the  occupiers  in  which  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the 
Byelaws,  failing  which  the  powers  of  the  County  Council  should 
be  enforced  and  Provisional  Registration  withdrawn. 

A rather  more  difficult  problem  arises  with  the  person  who 
holds  Full  Registration  granted  many  years  ago  but  whose 
premises  do  not  comply  with  the  requirements.  In  such  cases, 
it  may  be  somewhat  difficult  to  withdraw  registration  without 
resort  to  court  procedure,  but  some  action,  I think,  on  similar 
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lines  to  that  suggested  for  Provisional  Registrations  should  be 

applied.” 

This  report  was  accepted  by  the  Committee,  who  approved  of  the 
action  of  the  Department  and  agreed  that : — 

(a)  dairymen,  whose  premises  did  not  comply  in  all  respects 
with  the  Dairy  Byelaws,  and  who  for  this  reason  had  been 
granted  provisional  registration,  and 

(b)  dairymen  who  had  been  granted  full  registration  many  years 
ago  although  their  premises  did  not  comply  with  the  Dairy 
Byelaws  should  be  given  a period  of  six  months  in  which  to 
satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Byelaws  and  that  further 
consideration  with  a view  to  revocation  of  registration 
should  be  given  to  cases  where  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector 
reported  that  the  premises  had  not  been  improved  within 
the  stipulated  period.” 

As  a result  of  the  Committee’s  recommendations,  communications 
were  sent  to  holders  of  provisional  and  full  registration  in  respect  of 
the  conditions  of  their  premises  informing  them  of  the  requirements 
necessary  to  comply  with  the  Dairy  Byelaws.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
this  action  had  resulted  in  the  following  : —

Registration. — The  number  of  new  certificates  of  registration 
granted  by  the  Local  Authority  was  82,  making  a total  of  1,363 
registered  dairies — 1,122  producers  and  241  retailers  only — at  the 
close  of  the  year.  Included  in  the  foregoing  total  are  19  retailers  by 
vehicles  from  outwith  the  County  area. 

The  approximate  number  of  dairy  animals  housed  in  registered 
byres  was  22,440. 
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Exempted  Premises. — The  conditions  and  cleanliness  of  the  334 
exempted  premises  were  generally  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The 
approximate  number  of  cows  in  such  premises  was  498. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Orders). — The  number  of  score 
cards  completed  during  the  year  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  premises 
where  designated  licences  were  applied  for  was  98. 

Burgh  of  Biggar. — The  registered  milkshop  within  the  Burgh,  for 
bottled  milk  only,  continues  to  be  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Burgh  of  Lanark. — There  are  two  registered  producer  retailers, 
and  one  registered  retailer  of  milk  only  within  the  Burgh  and  the 
premises  were  found  to  be  kept  in  satisfactory  order.

All  premises  within  which  ice-cream  is  manufactured  or  from  which 
ice-cream  is  sold  within  the  County  are  now  registered  and  in  com- 
pliance with  the  regulations  both  in  respect  of  structure  and  equipment. 

A number  of  owners  of  vehicles  were  warned  regarding  their  failure 
to  have  their  name  and  address  and  serial  registration  number  in- 
scribed on  the  near  side  of  their  vehicles  as  required  by  Section  4 (7) 
of  the  Regulations. 

Food  Hygiene 

Efforts  to  improve  the  handling  of  all  foodstuffs  continue  to  exer- 
cise the  minds  of  the  Public  Health  officials  and  whilst,  owing  to  other 
commitments  of  the  staff,  it  was  not  found  possible  during  the  year  to 
introduce  a set  programme  of  lectures  to  the  handlers  of  foodstuffs, 
regular  propaganda  work  was  continued  during  the  visits  of  the 
responsible  officials  to  all  premises  where  food  is  prepared  or 
manufactured. 

Personal  cleanliness  of  all  food  handlers,  together  with  thorough 
cleanliness  of  all  plant  and  equipment  is  absolutely  essential  if  a safe 
food  is  to  be  sold  to  the  public.  Whilst  constant  repetition  of  this 
sine  qua  non  is  one  of  the  chief  objects  of  Public  Health  officials  in 
making  inspection  of  food  premises,  real  progress  in  the  very  necessary 
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acceptance  of  this  by  all  persons  will  not  be  fully  evidenced  until  regu- 
lations covering  all  features  of  manufacture,  handling,  wrapping  and 
delivery  of  food  products  are  issued  and  enforced.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  issue  of  such  regulations  will  not  be  too  long  delayed. 


Street  Traders 

Whilst  there  are  no  regulations  in  the  County  of  Lanark  governing 
the  licensing  of  street  traders  except  in  the  specified  instances  of  milk 
retailers  and  ice-cream  vendors,  such  regulations  do  operate  in  the 
City  of  Glasgow.  Many  of  the  applicants  in  the  City  store  their  vehicles 
and  unsold  goods  in  premises  within  the  County  and  I am  requested  to 
certify  the  suitability  of  such  premises  before  licences  are  granted. 
Thirty-four  such  inspections  were  made  during  the  year,  32  of  which 
disclosed  the  premises  to  be  satisfactory  whilst  one  was  reported  as 
unsuitable,  and  another  had  given  up  street  trading. 

Such  control  is,  in  my  opinion,  a sound  measure  in  protecting  the 
health  of  the  community. 


Unsound  Fo6d  and  Food  Inspection 

During  the  year  there  were  1,751  inspections  of  shops  and  other 
premises  where  foodstuffs  were  stored,  and  seizures,  amounting  to 
11,249  lbs.  of  foodstuffs  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  staff. 

Most  of  the  meat  was  sent  to  a knackery  for  the  extraction  of  fats, 
etc.,  and  a quantity  was  salvaged  for  pig  feeding.  The  remainder  of 
the  foodstuffs  was  buried  or  burned. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  requires  occupiers 
and  owners  of  land  and  premises,  other  than  of  agricultural  land,  to 
notify  the  Local  Authority  in  writing  of  the  presence  of  rats  and  mice 
in  substantial  numbers. 

The  Act  places  upon  every  Local  Authority  the  following  duties  , 
(i)  to  inspect  its  district  ; (ii)  to  destroy  rats  and  mice  on  its  own 
properties  ; (iii)  to  enforce  the  duties  of  occupiers  and  owners,  and  for 
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these  purposes  gives  powers  of  entry  and  authority  to  serve  notices 
requiring  treatment  to  be  carried  out. 

Many  investigations  were  conducted  during  the  year  in  connection 
with  the  infestation  by  rats  of  various  premises  throughout  the  County 
and  the  total  number  of  premises  dealt  with  by  our  Rodent  Control 
Operatives  was  .888. 

The  number  of  trapping  operations  was  1,079  and  gassing  was 
carried  out  on  416  occasions.  The  total  of  actual  and  estimated 
number  of  rats  (including  litters)  destroyed  was  11,645  in  addition 
to  2,222  mice. 

The  control  of  the  organisation  in  respect  of  rat  disinfestation 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  district  staffs 
make  the  necessary  preliminary  inspections  in  relation  to  infestation 
of  all  properties  within  the  County  and  obtain  the  services  of  one  or 
more  of  the  three  Rodent  Control  Operatives  employed  by  the  Depart- 
ment, if  and  when  conditions  warrant  this.  Inspections  are  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Staff  on  a routine  basis,  and  are  not  restricted 
entirely  to  inspections  on  complaint.  Regular  disinfestation  work  is 
carried  out  to  all  departmental  property,  i.e.  refuse  coups,  sewage 
works,  canteens,  slaughterhouses,  etc. 

The  service  of  the  Rodent  Control  Operatives  is  given  on  a payment 
basis,  and  the  only  occasion  on  which  payment  is  not  enforced  is  where 
disinfestation  measures  are  being  carried  out  at  abandoned  properties, 
or  in  dwellinghouses,  etc.  where  there  is  no  known  owner  or  where  the 
financial  circumstances  of  the  owner  or  occupier  warrant  the  provision 
of  the  service  free  of  charge. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  under  the  Act  during  the  year.  In 
every  instance  where  intimation  was  made  to  responsible  owners  and 
occupiers  ready  consent  was  given  by  the  responsible  individuals  in 
respect  of  engaging  the  Rodent  Control  Operatives.  Indeed,  in  certain 
instances  farmers  and  others  have  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Department  to  have  their  premises  disinfested  at  regular  intervals 
throughout  each  year.

Extensive  experiments  were  continued  during  the  year  with  the 
use  of  Warfarin,  the  much  publicised  rodenticide,  and  the  results  were, 
while  slower  than  more  active  poisons,  on  the  whole  satisfactory,  and 
the  handling  of  the  poison  much  safer. 

The  Disinfestation  Officers  also  carry  out  the  work  of  disinfesting 
all  premises  reported  to  be  infested  by  bugs,  beetles,  etc!,  and  this  was 
successfully  undertaken  throughout  the  year  on  97  instances.

Interments 

Although  Sub-section  1 (d)  of  Section  69  of  the  Public  Health 
(Scotland)  Act,  1897,  has  been  repealed  by  Section  50  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act  of  1948,  interments  carried  out  at  the  expense  of  the 
Local  Authority  of  unclaimed  bodies  found  within  the  County 
number  10 — 6 adults  and  4 infants.  The  total  shows  a decrease  of  1 
on  the  previous  year,  and  the  cost  to  the  Local  Authority  amounted 
to  £104  5s.  The  sum  of  £20  14s.  5d.  was  afterwards  recovered  from 
benefit  societies,  etc. 

Arrangements  were  completed  during  the  year  with  the  Welfare 
Department  that  where  burial  of  an  unclaimed  body  was  requested 
by  Hospital  Authorities,  the  matter  should  be  dealt  with  by  the  Clerk 
to  the  District  Council  of  the  area  in  which  the  hospital  was  situated 
as  a charge  on  the  Welfare  Service. 

Burial  Grounds 

The  old  churchyards  and  burial  grounds  throughout  the  County 
continue  to  be  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

One  interment  took  place  in  Old  St.  Ninian’s  Churchyard  at 
Stonehouse,  which  burial  ground  is  the  subject  of  an  Order  in  Council 
for  closure  with  certain  reservations.  The  burial  was  carried  out  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 

The  petition  in  respect  of  the  closure  of  the  old  portion  of  Leadhills 
Burial  Ground  was  granted  by  the  Sheriff  in  the  month  of  June,  and 
the  Order  in  Council  finally  made  approving  that  this  part  of  the  Burial 
Ground  be  now  closed  to  future  interments  except  for  the  burial  of 
cremated  human  remains. 

Confirmation  of  last  year’s  petition  to  the  request  for  the  closure 
of  the  burial  ground  known  as  Wrangholm  Kirk  Graveyard  was  given 
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by  the  issue  of  the  usual  Order  in  Council  which  embodies  certain 
reservations  for  burials  in  respect  of  individual  applications. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Cleansing  operations  in  the  County  are  delegated  to  the  various 
District  Councils  but  it  falls  on  the  Sanitary  staff  to  supervise  the  work 
and  maintain  the  service  at  the  highest  possible  level ; to  suggest 
possible  improvements  ; to  deal  with  the  requirements  of  the  various 
Districts  in  respect  of  the  provision  of  vehicles,  etc.  ; and  to  ensure 
that  the  financial  estimates  are  so  far  as  possible  controlled. 

This  work  necessitates  very  considerable  supervision,  and  as  the 
services  of  direct  labour  throughout  the  County  continue  to  expand, 
is  taking  up  a very  large  amount  of  the  time  of  the  staff. 

As  stated  in  last  year’s  report,  consideration  was  being  given  to 
a proposal  to  provide  an  extended  service  for  the  outlying  areas  in 
the  Upper  Ward.  This  service  commenced  on  18th  May,  and  of  the 
471  dwellings  affected,  undertakings  to  pay  the  appropriate  scavenging 
rate  were  obtained  from  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  382  houses.  This 
number,  however,  is  increasing.  The  service  has,  I think,  been  a 
success,  and  more  occupiers  are  seeking  the  benefits  of  the  removal 
of  household  refuse,  by  direct  labour  operations. 

In  addition,  a further  67  undertakings  to  pay  rates  were  signed 
by  occupiers  and  owners  outside  the  boundaries  of  the  County  Special 
Scavenging  District  requesting  a service.  These  undertakings  involved 
a total  of  85  houses,  and  all  the  requests  were  complied  with. 

Of  the  total  number  of  occupied  houses  in  the  County  97  per  cent 
are  receiving  a scavenging  service. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  1 1 Contractors  still  engaged 
in  the  collection  of  household  refuse,  but  after  16th  May  last  this 
number  had  been  reduced  to  three,  and  it  is  hoped  that  contract 
labour  for  this  work  will  be  ultimately  eliminated  altogether. 

It  can  be  readily  understood  that  the  supervision  referred  to  above 
has  increased  very  greatly  when  I say  that  a few  years  ago  very  many 
Contractors  were  employed  throughout  the  County  to  deal  with  the 
collection  of  household  refuse,  whereas  the  direct  labour  staff  now 
employed  comprises  a personnel  of  291.  The  following  table  shows 
the  distribution  of  this  staff  throughout  the  nine  District  Council 
Areas. 
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There  are  many  more  advantages  in  the  service  now  than  in  previous  years  as  the  wages  and  conditions  are  governed  by  a Joint 
Industrial  Council.

The  above  rates  include  8s.  6d.  per  week  dirty  money  (except 
Foremen)  and  2s.  per  week  after  being  13  weeks  in  the  service.  The 
rates  do  not,  however,  include  the  extra  5s.  per  week  paid  to  employees 
who  are  engaged  in  emptying  privy  middens. 

In  addition,  the  employees  are  entitled  to  18. working  days’  holidays 
with  pay  and  sickness  benefit  to  the  extent  of  4 weeks’  full  pay  and 
4 weeks’  half  pay. 

Sickness  and  absenteesim  create  great  difficulties  both  from  the 
point  of  view  of  expenditure  and  of  an  efficient  service.  Throughout 
the  year  2,166  man-days  were  lost  for  which  Doctors’  certificates  were 
produced.  A total  of  £1,473  2s.  8d.  being  expended  as  sick  pay.

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Altogether  the  time  lost  can  be  stated  to  be  equivalent  to  the  loss 
of  four  vehicles  for  a period  of  one  year  or,  in  other  words,  the  area 
of  Carluke,  Law,  Braidwood,  Forth,  Carnwath  and  Carstairs,  being 
deprived  of  a scavenging  service  for  the  same  period. 

Early  in  the  year  the  scavenging  personnel  of  Cambuslang  Depot 
embarked  on  strike  action  owing  to  the  failure  of  10  employees  to  join  the 
Scottish  Horse  and  Motormen  s Union.  Eight  of  the  employees  joined 
the  Union  at  once,  and  of  the  remaining  non-members  one  refused. 
After  some  discussion  between  the  recalcitrant  employee  and  the 
Industrial  Disputes  Officer,  this  employee  was  prevailed  upon  to  join 
the  Union  and  the  staff  thereafter  agreed  to  resume  duty. 

The  strike  lasted  for  one  week,  and  while  the  saving  in  wages 
amounted  to  £250  the  cost  of  the  extra  labour  employed  over  the  week- 
end period  to  clean  up  the  District  was  approximately  £169. 

Vehicles. — With  the  ever-increasing  number  of  houses  being 
erected,  the  number  of  Refuse  Collection  vehicles  in  the  County  must 
also  increase. 

Altogether  49  were  engaged  during  the  year  in  the  Collection  of 
Household  Refuse,  in  addition  to  3 vehicles  used  for  kitchen  waste

The  vehicles  engaged  in  household  refuse  collection  traversed, 
during  the  year  a distance  of  311,188  miles  and  collected  42,653  loads  of 
refuse  amounting  in  weight  to  approximately  1 19,428  tons.  The  vehicles 
consumed  62,466  gallons  of  petrol,  the  cost  of  this  being  £12,183. 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  vehicles,  and  in  order  to 
maintain  an  efficient  cleansing  service,  it  was  found  necessary  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  to  introduce  a Pool  of  Spare  Vehicles.  At 
the  moment  there  are  only  2 vehicles  in  this  Pool,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
next  year  there  will  be  4.  This  is  a small  number  when  it  is  realised 
the  spares  will  require  to  replace  any  of  the  52  vehicles  in  the  event 
of  breakdowns,  etc. 

During  the  year  5 new  vehicles  were  introduced  to  the  Service,  all 
with  cabin  accommodation  for  Loaders.  These  consisted  of : —

One  of  the  16/18  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  vehicles  is  now  operating  in 
the  new  town  of  East  Kilbride  This  vehicle  gives  a twice  weekly 
service  to  the  1,800  houses  there.  The  other  16/18  cu.  yard  vehicle  is 
engaged  in  the  Holytown,  Chapelhall  and  Newarthill  area. 

One  vehicle  which  was  found  to  be  unsuitable  for  the  work  of 
the  Department  was  sold  during  the  year. 

There  remain  18  vehicles  with  single  cabin  accommodation  in  the 
service,  which  are  now  unsuitable  for  continuous  work  in  the  areas 
where  vehicles  are  fully  manned  by  a driver  and  four  loaders. 

Trials  were  carried  out  during  the  year  at  Bellshill  and  Cambuslang 
with  a Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  Diesel  and  Dennis  " Paxit  ” 
Diesel  respectively.  The  results  below  show  clearly  that  the  Diesel 
type  of  engine  is  the  more  economical.

Accidents. — With  such  a large  fleet  of  vehicles  engaged  a number 
of  accidents  are  bound  to  arise  during  collection  operations.  Altogether 
there  «were  16  compensation  claims  due  to  injury  to  scavenging  person- 
nel and  47  vehicle  accident  claims,  15  of  these  caused  by  vehicles 
reversing.  Although  the  number  of  vehicle  accidents  is  higher  than 
last  year,  I would  point  out  that  26  of  these  accidents  occurred  through 
no  fault  on  the  part  of  the  driver. 

Twenty-six  drivers  out  of  a total  staff  of  forty-nine  were  nominated 
for  Safe  Driving  Diplomas.  These  awards  are  given  annually  to  drivers 
who  have,  for  one  calendar  year,  not  been  involved  in  any  accident 
when  driving  or  in  charge  of  a vehicle  on  the  Public  Highway  or  else- 
where, for  which  they  were  in  any  way  blameworthy. 

Disposal. — The  system  of  Controlled  Tipping  operating  at  the 
many  disposal  points  in  the  County  continues  to  be  carried  out  in  a 
satisfactory  fashion,  and  I again  publish  photographs  showing  this 
type  of  tipping  at  Cambuslang  during  progress,  where  a Recreation 
ground  is  being  filled  in  to  prevent  flooding  from  the  River  Clyde, 
and  where  the  recreational  facilities  are  being  replaced  above  the 
flood  level.  Since  the  commencement  of  reclamation  here,  three  grass 
football  pitches  and  one  ash  hockey  pitch  have  been  handed  over  in 
playing  order  to  the  Royal  Technical  College,  owners  of  the  ground. 
I am  of  opinion  that  this  is  probably  one  of  the  finest  controlled  tips 
in  the  country,  and  illustrates  clearly  that  the  disposal  of  refuse  can 
be  dealt  with  in  an  innocuous  fashion,  and  at  the  same  time  bring 
derelict  land  back  into  use, 


CONTROLLED  TIPPING  FOR  HOUSEHOLD  REFUSE 
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It  cannot  be  said,  however,  that  all  the  refuse  tips  in  the  County 
are  conducted  in  a similar  fashion  to  Cambuslang,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  considerable  improvement  could  be  made  at  a number  of  these 
places  by  the  provision  of  mechanical  aid  to  level  and  consolidate 
the  refuse  as  it  is  tipped. 

In  only  two  areas,  i.e.  Cambuslang  and  Carmyle,  has  mechanical 
aid  been  introduced,  but  consideration  I think  should  be  given  to  the 
purchase  of  calf-dozers  for  certain  other  tipping  grounds  where  a fairly 
large  amount  of  refuse  is  being  disposed  of.  It  would  be,  of  course, 
quite  uneconomical  to  provide  such  facilities  at  all  tips,  and  in  such 
cases  only  manual  labour  can  be  used. 

Considerable  negotiations  were  proceeded  with  throughout  the 
year  in  respect  of  the  provision  of  suitable  land  for  tipping,  where 
the  existing  facilities  are  rapidly  coming  to  an  end,  and  as  such  nego- 
tiations are  approaching  finality,  both  the  County  Council  and  the 
District  Councils  will  be  informed  so  that  they  may  take  the  further 
procedure  necessary  to  acquire  or  lease  the  land  desired. 

The  approximate  total  cubic  capacity  of  household  refuse  deposited 
in  the  tips  in  use  throughout  the  year  was  250,000  cubic  yards. 

All  the  refuse  tips  are-  treated  with  Gammexane  to  prevent  the 
breeding  of  flies,  and  the  County  Council  Rodent  Control  Operatives 
were  engaged  at  regular  intervals  throughout  the  year  in  the  work 
of  rat  disinfestation. 

Fires  frequently  break  out  in  the  smaller  tips  where  there  is  no  full- 
time attendant,  sometimes  through  spontaneous  combustion,  but 
more  often  maliciously  caused  by  trespassers  seeking  salvage  scrap, 
etc.  This  occurred  on  many  occasions  at  Huntershill  Coup,  Bishop- 
briggs,  where  the  tip  is  used  by  persons  other  than  the  County  Council 
employees,  and  where  all  kinds  of  refuse  is  deposited.  Despite  these 
difficulties,  however,  I think  it  must  be  agreed  that  a splendid  job 
has  been  done  at  Huntershill  Quarry  during  the  past  twenty  years  by 
the  County  Council  Cleansing  Staff  in  filling  in  completely  what  was 
a particularly  dangerous  waterhole  with  approximately  80  feet  of 
water.  This  work  has  now  been  completed,  and  enquiries  are  being 
pursued  to  procure  another  suitable  site  for  the  disposal  of  the  house- 
hold refuse  from  the  Bishopbriggs  and  Auchinaim  Area. 

Provision  of  Dustbins. — During  the  year  273  Notices  in  terms  of 
Section  23  of  the  Burgh  Police  (Scotland)  Act,  1903  were  served  on 
owners  of  tenement  houses  within  the  County  Special  Scavenging 
District  requiring  them  to  provide  covered  galvanised-iron  dustbins 
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of  specified  cubic  capacity.  In  45  cases  non-compliance  with  these 
notices  was  reported  to  the  Committee  with  a view  to  proceedings 
in  terms  of  Section  24  of  the  Act  being  instituted,  but  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  take  legal  action,  as  the  required  dustbins  were  duly 
supplied. 

Garaging. — An  essential  part  of  every  Cleansing  Department, 
large  or  small,  is  its  Depots.  The  degree  to  which  these  are  adequate 
in  size,  strategically  sited  and  suitably  planned,  has  a major  bearing 
on  both  the  efficiency  and  cost  of  this  service.  In  the  County  of  Lanark, 
endeavour  has  been  made  within  recent  years  to  provide  reasonably 
good  facilities  at  the  various  garages  both  for  the  proper  servicing  of 
the  vehicles  and  the  comfort  of  the  employees.  The  demand  for 
washing  and  locker  facilities  being  provided  at  these  Depots  for  the 
employees  is  increasing  and  it  would  be  admirable  if  the  present 
financial  conditions  permitted  that  such  facilities  could  be  so  provided. 
However,  in  an  area  such  as  the  County  of  Lanark,  where  there  are 
depots  with  large  numbers  of  men  employed  and  others  with  few,  it  is 
a problem  which  I am  afraid  will  be  very  difficult  of  solution.  During 
the  year,  however,  it  was  agreed  that  such  facilities  would  be  provided 
at  Cambuslang,  and  dependent  on  whether  the  staff  there  take  advan- 
tage of  such  facilities,  rests,  I think,  the  further  decision  on  whether 
such  amenities  should  be  provided  at  the  other  Depots  in  the  County. 


Public  Conveniences 

On  the  instructions  of  the  appropriate  committee,  I was  required 
to  prepare  a report  on  the  construction  of  new  public  conveniences 
throughout  the  County  and  to  suggest  an  order  of  priority  of  erection, 
a similar  report  having  been  dealt  with  in  1950,  the  progress  of  con- 
struction of  which  has  been  almost  completed. 

After  very  careful  consideration  of  all  the  facts  and  of  the  conditions 
prevailing  in  the  many  districts  of  the  County,  I submitted  recommen- 
dations for  the  construction  of  42  conveniences  in  addition  to  the  9 for 
which  sanction  had  been  obtained  or  requested,  making  a total  of 
51  in  all. 

The  Committee  was  reminded  that,  apart  altogether  from  priorities, 
construction  of  such  a number  of  conveniences  was  a very  considerable 
financial  undertaking.  Taking  the  average  present-day  costs  for  a 
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suitable  building  for  the  purpose  at  £2,500,  excluding  cost  of  land, 
etc.,  a total  capital  expenditure  of  £127,500  is  involved. 

The  total  number  of  conveniences  at  present  in  use  in  the  County 
is  48,  and  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  these  conveniences  is  estimated 
this  year  to  be  £5,261.  If  this  figure  is  taken  as  a basis  of  estimation 
of  maintenance  costs  of  the  additional  51  conveniences  already  referred 
to,  it  can  be  anticipated  that  £11,000  will  be  required  annually  to 
maintain  the  conveniences  when  constructed.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore, 
that  on  a twenty  years’  repayment  of  capital  basis,  the  full  annual 
expenditure  will,  on  completion  of  the  works,  be  approximately 
£17,375. 

It  would  be  appropriate  to  sound  a note  of  warning  in  respect  of 
the  very  serious  amount  of  vandalism  which  is  taking  place  at  existing 
conveniences.  Locks  have  been  stolen  and  cisterns,  basins,  lights, 
etc.,  damaged  by  irresponsible  individuals  who  cannot  be  caught  in 
the  act,  with  the  result  that  no  punishment  can  be  imposed  on  the 
culprits.  The  resultant  maintenance  costs  are  extremely  heavy,  and 
the  destruction  often  occurs  within  a few  weeks  of  the  conveniences 
being  constructed.  The  Committee  must,  therefore,  in  my  view, 
consider,  despite  the  demand  being  made  for  the  construction  of  public 
conveniences,  that  if  they  continue  to  be  erected,  the  already  consider- 
able annual  expenditure  will  increase  to  such  an  extent  that  the  County 
Council  must  take  serious  cognisance  of  this  and  decide  whether  it  is 
advisable  to  continue  with  such  an  expansion  of  the  programme  of 
construction  as  is  envisaged. 

Nevertheless,  it  will  be  agreed  that  the  main  purpose  of  the  pro- 
vision of  public  conveniences  is  to  serve  the  travelling  public,  and  it 
is  desirable  that  at  all  places  where  large  shopping  centres  are  situated, 
and  where  entertainment  and  recreational  facilities  are  provided,  or 
where  a large  influx  of  people  are  visiting,  e.g.  public  institutions,  such 
conveniences  should  be  made  available. 

The  assessment  of  priority  of  the  42  proposals  before  the  Committee 
was  an  extremely  difficult  task,  but  was  agreed  to  as  follows  : — 

Recommended  Priorities. — These  are  set  out  in  groupings  of 
three  proposals  for  each  application  to  the  Department  of  Health  for 
sanction  to  the  necessary  expenditure  : — 
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1.  Tannochside,  Eddlewood,  Carnwath. 

2.  Carfin,  Forth,  Salsburgh. 

3.  Bothwellpark,  Bargeddie,  Larkhall  (Strutherhill) . 

4.  Kirkfieldbank,  Stepps,  Carmunnock. 

5.  High  Blantyre,  Law,  Abington. 

6.  Kirkmuirhill,  Cambuslang,  Carmyle. 

7.  Caldercruix,  Plains,  Waterloo. 

8.  Carluke  East,  Blantyre,  Auchinairn. 

9.  East  Kilbride,  Allanton,  Bothwell. 

10.  Springboig,  Braidwood,  Glenboig. 

11.  Ferniegair,  Carstairs  Junction,  Bellshill  (Orbiston). 

12.  Chapelton,  Glenmavis,  Crawford. 

13.  Leadhills,  Symington,  Larkhall  Cross. 

14.  Rigside,  Bishopbriggs,  Rosebank. 

One  new  convenience  was  completed  at  Baillieston  during  the  year, 
and  an  extension  to  the  Gent’s,  convenience  at  Strathaven.  Five 
conveniences  were  in  progress  of  construction  at  East  Kilbride, 
Holytown,  Bothwellhaugh,  Cambuslang  and  Newmains. 

Salvage 

During  the  year  the  market  in  respect  of  the  sale  of  waste  paper 
improved  considerably,  and  the  County  Council  agreed  to  enter  into 
a Contract  with  the  Northern  Waste  Paper  Co.  Ltd.,  Glasgow,  for  a 
period  of  five  years.  The  price  of  the  waste  paper  to  be  agreed 
quarterly.  At  the  present  time  the  prices  are  as  follows  : —

Kitchen  Waste. — The  3 vehicles  engaged  in  the  collection  of 
kitchen  waste  (2  collecting,  1 delivering),  are  staffed  by  3 drivers  and 
4 loaders,  and  during  the  year  they  traversed  a distance  of  36,059  miles, 
consuming  4,575  gallons  of  petrol,  the  cost  of  which  was  £889  18s.  2d. 
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Total  expenditure  on  waste  food  collection  for  the  financial  year 
1952-53  was  £8,112. 

From  the  commencement  of  salvage  operations  in  July,  1944  to 
December,  1953,  the  amount  and  value  of  materials  collected  were  as 
follows  : —

Collection  and  Disposal  Costs 

The  total  expenditure  for  collection  and  disposal  of  household  refuse 
during  the  financial  year  from  16th  May,  1952  to  15th  May,  1953, 
amounted  to  £148,512,  an  increase  of  £10,667  on  the  previous  year. 
This  increase  was  due  mainly  to  wage  increases,  additional  petrol  and 
oil  consumed  by  the  ever-increasing  number  of  vehicles  in  the  sendee 
and  the  increased  cost  of  maintaining  these  vehicles. 

In  addition  to  the  increase  in  expenditure,  it  is  with  regret  that  I 
have  to  record  a decrease  of  £11,402  in  receipts  from  the  previous 
financial  year,  the  total  over-all  receipts  being  £12,874.  This  was  due 
entirely  to  the  market  in  respect  of  the  sale  of  waste  paper  becoming 
completely  unstable. 

The  following  table  shows  the  actual  collection  and  disposal  costs 
for  the  financial  year  16th  May,  1952  to  15th  May,  1953  : —

It  was  estimated  that  during  the  current  financial  year  1953-54 
the  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  of  Household  Refuse  within  the 
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County  Special  Scavenging  District  would  be  £173,974,  whilst  the 
receipts  from  Salvage,  etc.  would  amount  to  £26,747,  leaving  a balance 
of  £146,227  to  be  obtained  from  rates,  necessitating  a rate  of  Is.  6d. 
per  £ of  valuation  to  be  assessed  equally  on  owner  and  occupier. 

I would  like  to  add  that,  despite  these  services  being  delegated 
to  the  District  Councils  in  the  County,  the  figures  disclosed  in  this 
report  must  be  collated  and  examined  constantly,  if  efficient  and 
effective  control  of  the  service  is  to  be  maintained.  As  the  financial 
responsibility  of  the  service  is  entirely  a County  Council  function,  I 
am  required  to  take  the  responsibility  of  producing  these  statistics 
to  enable  estimates  to  be  prepared  and  controlled.

Trade  Pollutions. — The  total  number  of  mining  and  manufac- 
turing pollutions  detected  was  192.  Of  these  84  came  from  coal-dross 
washing  plants,  18  from  gas  works  and  tar  distillation  plants,  23  from 
paper-mills,  41  from  sewage  works  and  septic  tanks  and  filters  ; the 
remainder  included  oil  discharges  from  works. 

Coal-Dross  Washings.— There  were  28  coal-dross  washers  on  the 
register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Pollutions  were  detected  from  18  of  the  28  collieries  with  coal-dross 
washers  with  more  or  less  serious  pollution  of  the  Douglas  Water,  the 
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North  Calder  Water,  the  South  Calder  Water,  Mouse  head-stream  and 
the  River  Clyde.  The  attention  of  the  National  Coal  Board  officials 
was  directed  to  these  pollutions  and,  where  necessary,  meetings  were 
held  at  the  collieries  to  expedite  the  work  of  remedying  defects  in 
settling  ponds  and  pumping  installations. 

Wilsontown  Colliery,  Forth. — A meeting  was  held  at  this 
colliery  with  senior  officials  of  the  East  Central  Area  of  the  National 
Coal  Board  regarding  the  pollution  of  the  Mouse  head-stream  at  Wilson- 
town from  the  coal-dross  washing  operations  at  this  colliery.  As  there 
was  little  or  no  settlement  of  the  washer  water  in  the  existing  ponds 
the  National  Coal  Board’s  officials  agreed  to  construct  a new  settling 
pond  and  the  work  was  commenced  during  the  year. 

Kingshill  No.  1 Colliery,  Allanton. — The  washer  water 
continues  to  be  pumped  to  a small  settling  pond  on  the  south  side 
of  the  pit  refuse  bing.  The  new  coal  washing  plant  and  the  provision 
of  a closed  circuit  at  this  colliery  was  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  When  in  full  operation  this  plant  should  eliminate  pollution 
of  the  colliery  ditch  and  the  South  Calder  Water  although  no  pollutions 
were  detected  in  the  latter  stream  from  this  colliery. 

Blantyreferme  Colliery. — The  new  settling  pond  at  this  colliery 
referred  to  in  last  year’s  Annual  Report,  although  not  completed,  is 
sufficiently  advanced  to  deal  with  the  washer  water.  Any  pollutions 
detected  were  principally  due  to  defects  at  the  pump,  and  these  were 
remedied  after  consultation  with  the  local  management. 

South  Calder  Water. — No  serious  pollutions  were  detected  in 
this  stream  above  Carfin  Bridge  during  the  year.  The  few  minor 
pollutions  were  detected  in  the  tributaries  which  did  not  adversely 
affect  the  main  stream. 

River  Clyde. — Regular  weekly  examinations  and  sampling  of  the 
river  and  its  tributaries  in  South  Lanarkshire  were  continued 
and  the  few  minor  pollutions  detected  were  immediately  dealt  with. 
Systematic  sampling  of  the  Clyde  from  Camp  Bridge,  Motherwell,  to 
Dalmarnock  Bridge,  Rutherglen,  was  carried  out.  The  results  of  the 
analysis  of  the  samples  disclosed  the  river  to  be,  on  the  whole,  a reason- 
ably clean  stream,  as  far  as  Cambuslang  Bridge.  Below  this  point, 
and  particularly  at  Eastfield,  where  the  joint  intercepting  sewer  is 
heavily  surcharged,  the  river  is  polluted,  although  improving  a little 
by  the  time  it  reaches  Dalmarnock  Bridge. 
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Bothlyn  Burn. — During  the  year,  complaint  was  made  to  the 
Department  of  Health  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Woodilee  Angling 
Association  of  pollution  of  the  Bothlyn  Burn  by  effluents  from  the 
coal  washing  plant  at  Auchengeich  Colliery,  and  Smith  and  M'Lean’s 
Gartcosh  Works.  Samples  were  taken  from  the  stream  above  Smith  & 
M'Lean’s  to  its  junction  with  the  Luggie  Water,  and  the  results  of  the 
analysis  disclosed  that  the  principal  sources  of  pollution  were  the  various 
sewage  purification  works.  The  matter  was  reported  to  the  County 
Drainage  Engineer,  who  explained  that  as  settlement  only  is  given  to 
the  sewage  discharged  to  the  Gartcosh,  Bridgend  and  Auchengeich 
Works,  no  better  results  could  be  expected.  The  new  works  at 
Auchengeich  are  nearing  completion,  and  when  in  full  operation,  a 
considerable  improvement  in  effluent  quality  will  take  place.  As  the 
flow  from  Auchengeich  is  greatly  in  excess  of  that  from  the  other 
sewage  works  the  production  of  a “ standard  ” effluent  should  benefit 
the  Bothlyn  Burn. 

Tenders  have  been  received  for  the  construction  of  a small  pumping 
station  at  Bridgend.  If  this  work  is  undertaken,  the  sewage  will  be 
discharged  to  Auchengeich  for  treatment.  A period  of  perhaps  18 
months  may  elapse  before  the  pumping  station  becomes  operative. 

Provision  has  been  made  in  the  main  sewers,  and  at  Auchengeich 
for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  the  Gartcosh  sewage.  The  route  of 
the  proposed  sewer  for  Gartcosh  to  the  existing  trunk  sewer  is  through 
ground  underlain  by  thick  seams  of  workable  fireclay.  The  County 
Drainage  Engineer  has  been  informed  that  to  date  it  would  be  unwise 
to  construct  the  sewer  in  view  of  the  serious  subsidence  which  would 
occur  should  the  fireclay  be  extracted. 

The  management  at  Auchengeich  Colliery  were  informed  of  the 
complaint,  and  they  were  asked  to  take  measures  to  prevent  pollution 
of  the  stream  by  improvements  to  the  existing  settling  process  of  coal 
washing  operations. 

The  sewage  plant  at  Stoneyettes  Institution  was  found  to  be 
partially  out  of  order.  The  attention  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Glasgow 
North  Eastern  Mental  Hospitals  Board  of  Management  was  directed 
to  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  which  were  immediately  rectified. 

Mine  Waters. — Seventeen  samples  of  mine  water  as  pumped 
from  the  mine  were  taken  and  no  pollution  detected. 
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Ammonia  Works. — Forty-three  inspections  were  made  to  six 
sources  of  pollution,  21  samples  were  taken  and  18  pollutions  detected. 
The  main  sources  of  pollution  were  at  Cambuslang,  Shotts  and 
Uddingston  Gas  Works  and  Shettleston  Chemical  Works. 

The  Gas  Board  continue  to  dispose  of  ammoniacal  liquor  into  a 
bore  hole  90  feet  in  depth  at  Uddingston  Gas  Works.  This  arrangement 
operated  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year  and  there  was  no  evidence 
of  any  ammoniacal  liquor  having  found  its  way  to  the  adjacent  stream 
from  this  source. 

The  flow  of  ammoniacal  liquor  to  the  South  Calder  Water  from 
Crowley  Russell’s  Tar  Distillation  Plant  at  Shotts  continued  to  be 
regulated  according  to  the  arrangement  referred  to  in  last  year’s 
Annual  Report. 

The  attention  of  the  Shettleston  Oil  and  Chemical  Co.  Ltd.,  was 
directed  to  a serious  pollution  of  the  Tollcross  Bum  from  their  Tar 
Distillation  Plant  at  Baillieston.  Following  meetings  with  the  local 
management  steps  were  taken  to  remedy  the  immediate  cause  of 
pollution,  and  measures  were  put  in  hand  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
to  prevent  a recurrence. 

Paper  Mills. — Thirty-six  inspections  were  made  to  the  three 
paper  mills  in  the  County.  Twenty-nine  samples  were  taken  of  the 
effluents  from  the  outfall  of  the  settling  ponds,  and  of  these,  23  con- 
tained appreciably  more  than  6 parts  per  100,000  of  suspended  solids. 

The  new  Ames  Crosta  settling  tanks  at  Caldercruix  Paper  Mills 
continue  to  operate  in  a satisfactory  manner  with  a consequent  im- 
provement in  the  effluent  discharging  to  the  South  Calder  Water. 

The  new  Dorr-Oliver  plant  at  Clyde  Paper  Mills,  Rutherglen,  has 
resulted  in  an  improvement  in  the  effluent  from  these  mills.  Owing 
to  the  surcharged  condition  of  the  Rutherglen  intercepting  sewer  which 
is  vested  in  the  City  of  Glasgow  Corporation  the  paper  works  effluent 
discharges  to  the  River  Clyde  through  a storm  overflow. 

Sand  Washing. — The  two  sand  washing  plants  at  Westend  Wood, 
Carnwath,  and  Avonside  by  Strathaven,  continue  to  be  operated  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 

Gartverrie  Quarry,  Glenboig. — The  attention  of  the  owners  of 
this  quarry  was  directed  to  the  silting  of  the  Glenboig  Bum  by  sand 
washing  operations.  The  burn  was  eventually  cleaned. 
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Newhouse  Industrial  Estate. — Inspections  were  made  of  the 
O’Wood  Bum,  and,  although  occasionally  a slight  film  of  oil  was  de- 
tected, the  arrangements  made  to  prevent  pollution  by  oil  continue 
to  operate  satisfactorily. 

Carbarns  Sewage  Purification  Works. — Cyanide  Pollution — 
Reports  received  during  the  year  from  the  Burgh  of  Motherwell  and 
Wishaw  Sewage  Works  Manager,  show  that  the  neutralising  treatment 
of  spent  cyanide  from  the  works  of  Young’s  Windows,  Ltd.,  within 
the  Burgh,  before  discharging  into  the  sewer,  continues  to  be  carried 
out  in  a satisfactory  manner.  The  analyses  of  the  samples  of  the  effluent 
taken  periodically  indicate  that  the  measures  being  adopted  are  suffi- 
cient to  prevent  any  pollution  of  the  River  Clyde  from  this  source. 


Rivers  (Prevention  of  Pollution)  (Scotland)  Act,  1951 

The  establishment  of  River  Purification  Boards  has  been  under 
consideration  in  terms  of  the  above  Act.  The  various  areas  in  which 
Boards  are  to  be  established  are  as  follows  : — Solway,  Tweed,  Lothians, 
Forth  and  Clyde.  In  the  meantime,  the  County  Council  will  continue 
as  the  appropriate  Authority  for  River  Pollution  Prevention  until 
these  Boards  come  into  operation  on  a date  to  be  specified  by  the 
Secretary  of  State. 


Conclusion 

I have  again  to  record  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  my  staff,  both 
inspectorial  and  clerical,  for  their  generous  and  efficient  support  and 
co-operation  throughout  the  year. 

My  indebtedness  must  also  be  expressed  to  the  members  of  the 
County  Council  for  their  consideration  in  the  many  aspects  of  local 
problems  which  their  personal  contact  with  my  Department 
necessitates.

Sanitary  Inspector’s  Annual  Report  for  1953 


Housing. — The  erection  of  a further  block  of  four  houses  was 
commenced  at  Knocklea,  and  good  progress  was  being  made  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  two  new  bungalows  referred  to  in  last  Annual  Report  were 
completed  and  occupied  during  the  year. 

Eleven  plans  were  lodged  and  approved  during  the  year,  dealing 
with  a variety  of  alterations  and  improvements  to  dwelling-houses, 
church  halls,  etc.  In  a few  of  the  cases,  operations  had  not  been 
commenced  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  remainder  were  kept 
under  regular  observation  during  the  progress  of  the  work. 

Slum  Clearance. — There  is  little  to  report  regarding  the  unfit 
houses  within  the  Burgh,  the  position  during  the  year  remaining  static. 
No  new  properties  were  dealt  with  and  no  new  developments  took 
place  regarding  the  properties  already  in  hand. 

Allocations. — During  the  year,  12  applicants  for  new  houses  were 
visited,  and  points  allotted  for  their  respective  housing  conditions,  in 
accordance  with  the  Town  Council’s  points  scheme. 

Insanitary  Dwellings. — No  improvements,  as  a result  of  action 
by  this  Department,  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Seasonal  Workers’  Accommodation. — No  applications  from 
farmers  or  employers  were  received  during  the  year. 

Rent  and  Mortgage  Etc.  Acts. — No  applications  for  Certificates 
under  the  above  Acts  were  received  during  the  year. 

Water  Supply. — Routine  samples  of  water  were  taken  in  the  Burgh 
during  the  year,  all  proving  satisfactory. 

Drainage. — During  the  year,  in  view  of  the  unsatisfactory  working 
of  the  sewage  purification  works,  the  Town  Council  arranged  for  a 
thorough  inspection  of  the  works  being  made  by  their  consultant 
engineers.  The  engineers  subsequently  reported  that  certain  parts  of. 
the  equipment  had  been  found  to  be  defective,  and  their  recommenda- 
tions included — renewal  of  the  distributing  arms  ; renewal  of  floating 
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arms  to  decanting  valves  at  storm  water  tanks,  and  other  repairs. 
Instructions  were  given  by  the  Town  Council  for  the  recommendations 
to  be  carried  out. 

The  engineers  also  reported  that  the  main  12-in.  sewer  between  the 
storm  water  overflow  and  the  works  did  not  appear  to  have  been  scoured 
out  for  some  considerable  time  and  that  this,  together  with  the  fact 
that  the  penstocks  controlling  the  flow  into  the  sedimentation  tanks 
had  been  partly  lowered,  was  having  the  effect  of  restricting  the  flow 
to  the  works,  with  resultant  overflow  of  raw  sewage  to  the  Burn. 

The  recommendations  in  this  respect  were  immediately  put  into 
effect  and  a considerable  improvement  was  noted.  Regular  scouring 
of  the  main  sewer  has  b.een  continued  and  in  normal  conditions  no 
overflow  to  the  Burn  now  takes  place. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a break  was  reported  in  the  sewer  at 
a point  where  it  runs  along  the  bed  of  the  Burn.  A local  tradesman 
was  given  the  order  for  the  work,  but  this  had  not  been  carried  out 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Dairies. — The  registered  milkshop  within  the  Burgh  continues  to 
be  kept  in  a satisfactory  manner.  Milk  is  delivered  from  the  Creamery 
in  bottles  and  thereafter  retailed  from  the  shop,  empty  bottles  being 
returned  daily  to  the  Creamery.  The  other  retailers  purveying  milk 
within  the  Burgh  were  also  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Cinemas. — The  local  cinema  continues  to  be  kept  in  a clean  and 
satisfactory  manner. 

Factories. — There  are  17  Factories  and  Workshops  within  the 
Burgh,  16  mechanical  and  1 non-mechanical,  comprising  the  following 
trades. — Sausage  manufacturers,  4 ; Bakers,  2 ; Cabinetmakers,  1 ; 
Upholsterers,  1 ; Blacksmith,  1 ; Engineers,  1 ; Plumbers,  1 ; Joiners, 
1 ; Motor  Engineers,  4 ; Gasworks,  1.  The  standard  of  cleanliness 
was  generally  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Nuisances. — Regular  inspections  were  made  throughout  the  Burgh 
area  for  the  detection  of  nuisance  conditions,  and  in  the  few  cases 
where  such  were  found,  little  trouble  was  experienced  in  having 
matters  remedied.  No  court  proceedings  were  instituted  during  the 
year. 

Ice-Cream. — There  are  now  only  three  registered  ice-cream 
premises  within  the  Burgh,  two  for  manufacture  and  sale,  and  one  for 
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sale  only.  A baker’s  shop-cum-tearoom,  which  was  registered  for  sale 
only,  changed  hands  during  the  year  and,  as  the  new  occupants  d^alt 
in  ice-cream  only  in  connection  with  their  catering  business,  and  did 
not  engage  in  the  sale  of  bulk  ice-cream  over  the  counter,  registration 
was  discontinued. 

Regular  visits  were  made  to  the  registered  premises  which  continued 
to  be  maintained  in  a clean  and  satisfactory  manner. 

Public  Conveyances. — A good  standard  of]  cleanliness  was  main- 
tained in  the  public  service  vehicles  plying  in  this  area. 

Tents  and  Vans. — No  cases  involving  tents  and  vans  were  met 
with  in  the  area  of  the  Burgh  during  the  year. 

Scavenging. — The  collection  of  refuse  within  the  Burgh  continued 
to  be  satisfactorily  carried  out  by  a staff  in  the  direct  employment  of 
the  Town  Council,  the  refuse  being  disposed  of  in  the  coup  at  Oxgate. 

Owing  to  a breakdown  in  the  arrangements  for  removal,  a consider- 
able number  of  sheep  stomachs,  etc.  began  to  accummulate  at  the 
Burgh  slaughterhouse,  with  resultant  nuisauce  conditions  and  extensive 
fly-breeding.  After  negotiation  with  the  Ministry  of  Food  Departments 
concerned,  an  arrangement  was  made  whereby  the  offal  was  removed 
regularly  by  the  Burgh  Scavenging  staff  on  a contract  basis,  pending 
the  renewal  of  the  previous  contracts.  During  the  period  referred  to, 
the  offal  was  satisfactorily  buried  at  the  refuse  coup. 

The  public  conveniences  in  the.  Burgh  were  maintained  in  a satis- 
factory manner  during  the  year. 

Unsound  Food. — -Several  inspections  of  food  in  the  shops  in  the 
Burgh  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  a total  of  62  lbs.  seized. 
Such  items  were  removed  and  buried  in  the  refuse  coup.  The  high 
standard  of  cleanliness  in  these  shops  was  maintained. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act. — The  sendees  of  the 
County  Ratcatcher  were  utilised,  whenever  necessary-,  in  private 
dwellings  and  at  the  refuse  coup  at  Oxgate,  all  with  satisfactory? 
results. 

Schools. — The  sanitary  accommodation  in  the  schools  in  the  Burgh 
continue  to  be  kept  in  a satisfactory?  manner. 

Offensive  Trades. — The  Burgh  slaughterhouse  continued  to 
be  maintained  in  a generally  satisfactory  condition.  During  the  year 
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the  erection  of  a new  dungstead  was  completed,  thus  removing  a 
continual  source  of  complaint. 

A breakdown  in  the  arrangements  for  removal  of  certain  offals 
from  the  slaughterhouse  caused  a considerable  amount  of  nuisance  and 
inconvenience  to  the  slaughterhouse  staff,  but,  fortunately , new  arrange- 
ments were  put  into  effect  in  a comparatively  short  space  of  time,  the 
Burgh  scavenging  staff  carrying  out  the  removal  and  disposal  in  the 
interval. 

Rag,  Flock,  Etc.  Act. — Routine  inspections  of  the  one  upholstery 
firm  registered  under  the  above  Act  were  carried  out  during  the  year, 
and  conditions  found  satisfactory. 

Burial  Grounds. — No  cause  for  complaint  was  to  be  found  in  the 
maintenance  of  the  Burial  Grounds  during  the  year.
